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Education system under strain as thousands of 
pu pils from other counties take grammar places 


PROBLEMS created by a clamour 
for Kent’s grammar school places 
from out-of-county parents will be 
tackled in an independent review. 

There are currently more than 2,200 non- 
Kent pupils filling spaces at ‘super-selective’ 
schools in the west and north-west of the coun¬ 
ty, forcing some local children to travel miles 
out of their way 

Late last year Kent County Council leader 
Cllr Paul Carter suggested pulling grammar 
places from east Kent - where there is less 
demand - and inserting them in the west, but 
his proposal has so far met resistance from 
some headteachers. 

The independent review, which will be 
undertaken by recently-retired school adjudi¬ 
cator Jim Brown, has been commissioned by 
County Hall at the request of cabinet member 
for education Cllr Sarah Hohler. 

She said: “There are sufficient grammar 
school places in Kent for Kent children, but 
out-of-county admissions do create pressures

on their own. What we want to do is be able to 
offer a diverse range of choices for children, as 
well as the best possible education. 

“It would be advantageous if eveiy child could 
go to a school that is near to where they live so 
they can join in with after-school activities and 
feel part of the community. It’s a very complex 
issue, which is why we have asked someone 
with experience to come in and advise.” 

The number of out-of-county pupils sitting 
the Kent Test has risen dramatically in the last 
few years, from 1,232 in 2007, to 2,107 in 2009. 

Of the latter figure, 1,019 have been assessed 
as suitable for grammar school places in 
September, 2010, with more expected to go 
through the independent appeals process. 

A total of 5,113 children passed the exam 
last year, although there are only 4,458 places 
available. 

While some grammar schools like Dartford

Cameron: ‘We 
will fix society’ 


DAVID Cameron vowed to fight 
violent crime and stop the “social 
recession” at the launch of his 
Broken Society campaign in Kent, 
writes Marijke Cox. 

The Tory leader addressed community rep¬ 
resentatives and party activists at a meeting 
at the Sunlight Centre, Gillingham, on 
Friday, where he pledged to address the social 
issues he says are blighting the country. 

But while Mr Cameron insisted violent 
crime was rising, figures released the same 
day showed that in the year ending September 
2009, violent crime in Kent had dropped. 

Focusing on the horrific torture of two boys 
in Doncaster, Mr Cameron stressed that now 
is the time to face up to “broken Britain”. 

He said: “It’s important to make sure we 
talk about social issues and breakdown as 
well as economic issues and breakdown.” 

Highlighting the Doncaster case, where two 
young brothers tortured and almost killed 
two other young boys, he said: “I don’t think 
it’s right every time one of these events take 
place to say that it is just some isolated inci¬ 
dent that we should look away from. 

“Are we going to do that every time there is 
a Jamie Bulger or a Baby Peter or a Ben 
Kinsella or a Gary Newlove or what has hap¬ 
pened in Doncaster? We shouldn’t, we should 
ask what has gone wrong with our society 
and what we’re going to do about it.” 

Mr Cameron admitted the latest police fig¬ 
ures show a drop in crime, but stressed that 
violent crime, involving guns and knives, was 
rising. However, figures released on the same 
day as Mr Cameron’s visit showed the total 
number of crimes across the Kent Police area 
had fallen by 12 per cent. 

Violence against the person was down by 
eight per cent, sexual offences by 12 per cent, 
and robbery had declined by 20 per cent. 

Jonathan Shaw, Labour’s South East 
regional minister, put the drop down to 
investment by Labour. 

The Chatham and Aylesford MP said: 
“Though every crime committed is terrible for 
the victim, the evidence clearly shows that 
Labour investment is working. 


“It’s also clearer than ever that the Tories 
would be a disaster for both, choking off 
recovery with their irresponsible economic 
plans and opposing tough action on crime 
and antisocial behaviour.” 

But during his meeting, Mr Cameron 
stressed the need to tackle crime and anti¬ 
social behaviour by calling for power to be 
handed back to authorities, such as teachers 
and police, rather than focusing on targets. 

He claimed that Britain was in a “social 
recession” and has been for years: ‘What I 
believe most profoundly has gone wrong is 
one simple word and that is ‘responsibility’. 

“I think we are in danger of becoming an 
irresponsible society and we need to make 
Britain a responsible society. 


“Consider the fact that we send a signal to 
couples that you’re worse off if you stay 
together and you’re better off if you separate. 
The signal we send to the single mum who 
wants to go out and work and earn so that 
her family’s better off - we say we’ll take 
away over 90 per cent of what you earn. 

“We have got to change all these signals 
and we’ve got to put every single thing we do 
through a simple filter. If it encourages irre¬ 
sponsibility we shouldn’t do it and if it 
encourages responsibility we should do it.” 

Another point Mr Cameron focused on was 
antisocial behaviour and its links to alcohol. 

He said a Tory government would put a 
stop to discounted booze, but ruled out ending 
24-hour licensing.

Girls give priority to local children, others 
like the Judd School in Tonbridge have been 
criticised for putting league tables first and 
accepting only the highest-scoring pupils. 

The problem could have a knock-on effect on 
the four east Kent grammar schools in 
Folkestone and Dover, who learned this week 
that admission numbers at all schools in the 
towns were being looked at separately as part of 
the Building Schools for the Future programme. 

Independent education advisor Peter Read 
told KOS Media he was pleased with the 
principal of the KCC review, but “concerned 
about the outcome”. 

He explained: “This is the first sign Kent is 
going to seriously tackle the oversubscription 


issues in the west and north-west of the coun¬ 
ty, but I’ve had a fear their solution may be to 
take places away from east Kent. 

“One of the reasons for oversubscription is the 
pressures created by out-of-county pupils, so to 
create additional places for them by taking 
places from east Kent would be grossly unfair. 
This review is potentially political dynamite. 

“It will open a whole Pandora’s box of 
issues, not least of which is whether gram¬ 
mar schools should continue in Kent.” 

Despite Mr Read’s concerns, Cllr Hohler 
stressed at a meeting last Friday that the 
review was to help KCC improve its admis¬ 
sions policy rather than to help the authority 
make sweeping changes. 

She said: “It’s a difficult issue and something 


I wish to tackle. It’s got nothing to do with 
selective education. It’s about giving parents 
the best possible choice for their children.” 

The review will also look at improving the 
guidance given to parents and primary school 
heads about the admissions process, as well 
as the testing arrangements, appeals and 
quality requirements. 

Meanwhile, a proposal to turn a struggling 
Dartford school into an independently run 
academy is to go out to public consultation. 

Wilmington Enterprise College was placed 
in special measures for two years ago, but 
plans are in the pipeline for it to be brought 
under the control of the Leigh Academies 
Trust, which oversees Leigh Technology 
College and Longfield Academy.

CELEBRITY chef John Burton 
Race has revealed his dreams of 
moving to the county after helping 
four Kent restaurants rise to the top. 

The Michelin-starred chef, who appeared in 
the 2007 series of I’m a Celebrity.. .Get Me Out 
of Here, spoke to Kent on Sunday ahead of the 
Haiti charity meals he is hosting at Harveys 
Fish Market and Oyster Bar in Ramsgate, and 
The Dog Inn at Wingham. 

The restaurants are part of Kent Inns of 
Distinction, run by husband and wife team 
Richard and Sherry Martin, where Burton 
Race is employed as consultant chef. 

The 52-year-old took on the position in April, 
2009, after Mr Martin paid a visit to his 
Michelin-starred restaurant New Angel in 
Dartmouth.

“I’ve had to be harsh and do some hiring and 
firing, but I know what I’m talking about. 

‘We’ve come up with new dishes and made 
changes to menus - there are a lot of compa¬ 
nies going backwards at the moment, but 
we’re going forwards.” 

Since taking on the job, Harveys has 
received a coveted AA rosette for its demon¬ 
stration of culinary excellence.

hosting charity dinners to raise money for the 
Haiti appeal. 

Burton Race said: “We thought we’d make 
some money for the people in Haiti to try and 
help them after the terrible disaster.

For Burton Race, who had a troubled few 
years after declaring himself bankrupt and 
walking out on his wife, things are firmly 
back on track.

How trains will cope with 
30 per cent passenger rise 


FASTER trains with more carriages and bet¬ 
ter access to London stations are recom¬ 
mended as part of a 30-year strategy for the 
county. 

The Network Rail-led initiative sets out a 
series of long-term goals to improve services 
throughout the county, which will experience 
an estimated 30 per cent increase in passen¬ 
ger numbers by 2022. 

Entitled the Route Utilisation Strategy 
(RUS) for Kent, the document also outlines 
plans for bigger and better railways to serve 
parts of East Sussex and south London. 

County route director Dave Ward said: 
“Owing to the high number of trains already 
running across Kent and East Sussex, there 
are very few options to run additional servic¬ 
es into the capital. 

“However, there are opportunities to run 
longer trains across these routes, which will 
result in extra seats and reduced congestion 
for passengers. 

“Kent will become the best-connected 
region in the country to London stations, with 
services to seven out of the 11 main stations.” 

Another major scheme set to reshape rail 


travel to the capital is Thameslink, which 
will involve the redevelopment of Blackfriars 
and London Bridge stations to enable more 
journey options through the capital. 

Commuters travelling from the 
Tonbridge area to Cannon Street will also 
benefit from the programme, with 
Maidstone East also expected to be con¬ 
nected via Bromley South. 

There are also recommendations to 
improve Kent’s stations and provide more 
parking spaces. 

Challenges 

Mr Ward said: “There is no doubt we face 
many challenges to enhance the railway in 
the coming years, but through a robust strat¬ 
egy we aim to improve journeys in one way 
or another for as many people as possible.” 

As well as Network Rail, the RUS process 
involved a number of local authorities, MPs, 
government bodies, freight companies and 
train operators - including Southeastern 
and Eurostar.

Burton Race said: “Chefs are all mad - 
you have to be a bit barking to do the job. 

“Chefs have no political correctness, 
which television producers try to change. 
They’re like rock ‘n’ rollers who live life to 
the full and are ruled by their egos. 

“They work under immense pressure. It’s 
like theatre. The curtains are drawn and 
you want everything to be perfect - you’re 
only as good as your last meal.” 


Murder charge

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Fear is protecting 
the loan sharks 




THE victims of loan sharks 
! have been left in so much 
terror that trading stan¬ 
dards officers have failed to 
secure even one conviction 
i in the past year. 

Authorities have blamed fear and 
intimidation for the lack of people 
coming forward to testify, despite the 
launch of the countywide Stop Loan 
Sharks campaign by Kent Trading 
Standards and its partners last year. 
Ian Treacher, assistant head of 
the organisation, said this is 
down to people being 
too scared to come 
forward. He also 
blamed pride, say¬ 
ing people are em¬ 
barrassed to admit 
they are in financial trouble. 
“If someone is desperate 
for money they will 
take desperate meas¬ 
ures and that may 
mean going to a loan 
shark,” he said. “These 
people don’t advertise 
their services though 
and are usually found

through contacts and introductions.” 

But Mr Treacher said his officers are 
unable to find out this information due 
to the terror felt by recession-hit 
borrowers struggling to pay back these 
high-interest, unsecured debts. 

“There is no legal contract and it may 
seem like a quick way to get money. 
But because there is no legal contract, 
the loan sharks use fear and intimida¬ 
tion to ensure they get paid.” 

Experts say loan sharks add such 
high interest onto the initial loan the 
person who has borrowed is eternally 
indebted to them. 

One person who understands the 
danger of loan sharks is Carol Highton, 
whose son Brian Shields killed himself 
after being unable to pay back a crip¬ 
pling debt. 

The 22-year-old hanged himself in 
2005, after a £300 loan spiralled out of 
control. Within four months the high 
interest rate meant he owed £3,400. 
His case has been used nationwide to 
warn people of the dangers of illegal 
money lenders. 

Mrs Highton, from Cheshire, said 


loan shark Paul Nicholson, who was 
convicted and jailed in March, 2009, 
threatened her son with violence and 
drove him to suicide. 

To help others across the UK, she has 
now set up the Brian Shields Trust, 
offering confidential advice and sup¬ 
port to victims of illegal money lenders. 

Mr Treacher said: “If people come for¬ 
ward in Kent then we can get convic¬ 
tions and try and stop the problem. 

Anonymous 

“They can come forward anonymous¬ 
ly - it’s important people know this. It 
doesn’t have to be someone who has 
borrowed money, if you have suspicions 
about a loan shark, come forward.” 

A Kent Savers credit union is cur¬ 
rently being set up by Kent County 
Council to allow people to borrow 
money more easily. When up and run¬ 
ning, it will offer loans of between £500 
and £5,000 and target residents who 
cannot guarantee earnings. 

Adrian Davies, interim chief officer, 
said it will officially be launched to the 
public on March 1.

Verdict is due on bank 
robber killed by police 


AN INQUEST jury will tomorrow deliver 
their verdict on the death of a bank robber 
who was shot by police. 

Robert Haines, 43, a company director from 
Challock, died shortly after he opened fire on 
police in a car park at 
the back of the 
Nationwide Building 
Society in New 
Romney in October, 
2006. 

Coroner Dr Fiona 
Wilcox will sum up 
the evidence to jurors 
following the six-day 
hearing at 

Folkestone before 
they retire to make 
their decision. 

Flying Squad and 
Metropolitan Police 
officers ambushed 
Haines and his gang, which had successfully 
carried out hold ups across Kent and south 
east London. 


In all the gang got away with £223,000. 

Fellow gang member Dean Jenkins told 
the inquest how Haines opened fire on police 
even though they warned him they would 
shoot if he didn’t surrender. 

Haines was shot three times and died on 
his way to hospital. 

Earlier, officer Echo 19 told how detectives 
were tipped off that the gang would hit the 
New Romney branch. 

When Haines robbed a security guard 
inside the building society the armed officers 
sprang into action. 

Echo 19, who was armed with a machine 
carbine, was confronted by Haines. 

The officer said: “I shouted as if my life 
depended on it. 

“He turned round and fired at me. I saw a 
flash from his hip. He was firing at me and 
my friends. 

“I raised my weapon and fired two shots in 
quick succession. He didn’t fall. I thought he 
had body armour on so I fired again. 

“It was the only way to achieve instant 
incapacity.”

A 10-year-old schoolboy has 
become one of the favourites to 
win Skyl’s search for the nation’s 
top amateur dancers.

Akai is the youngest contestant to be select¬ 
ed for the live semi-finals and will battle it 
out against other solo performers and dance 
crews to win £100,000 and the kudos of being 
one of Britain and Ireland’s best dancers. 

He has also become a YouTube sensation, 
with thousands of people going online to 
check out the tiny dancer’s moves. 

Akai, from Orpington, told Kent on 
Sunday how he felt when Banjo came to his 
school to tell him he had got through.

Drivers tune into drinking message 


THE Christmas drink-driving campaign has 
been hailed a success after figures revealed 
fewer arrests than in the previous festive period. 

Set to the tune of the carol the 12 Days of 
Christmas, a 30-second TV and radio commer¬ 
cial was aired throughout December in an 
attempt to reduce the number of accidents on 
Kent’s roads. And according to figures released 
this week, it appears to have done the trick. 

Kent Police said there were 2,247 motorists 
breath-tested between December 1 and New 
Year’s Day, with 244 arrested. Last year 1,786 
drivers were tested, with 319 arrests. 

Insp Paul Sellwood of the roads policing unit 


said: “These figures show we have been effec¬ 
tive in enforcing the law, and that the public 
are also listening to the message. 

“But the end of the campaign does not mean 
the end of police vigilance to catch those who 
continue to flout the law and drink and drive. 

“Kent Police takes a zero tolerance approach 
to drink and drug driving, and Christmas is 
always one of the busiest times of year for us.” 

The figures released by the force are in line 
with what has been reported nationally. 

According to the Association of Chief Police 
Officers, the number of motorists breath-test¬ 
ed during December across the UK increased 


by 21.82 per cent - from 183,397 to 223,423. 

The number of arrests went down by 16.51 
per cent, from 9,148 to 7,638. 

However, the Royal Society for the 
Prevention of Accidents says there are still too 
many people driving under the influence. 

Stubborn 

Head of road safety Kevin Clinton said: “The 
Christmas figures once again show action is 
needed to change the behaviour of a stubborn 
minority who continue to drink and drive 
despite years of education and enforcement. 

“We are pleased the police increased the 


number of breath tests because one of the best 
ways of persuading people not to drink and 
drive is for them to realise there is a good 
chance they will get caught if they do. 

“If you are caught, the legal consequences 
can be devastating on your life and livelihood. 

“Given the percentage of drivers arrested 
after a crash, these figures provide more evi¬ 
dence that alcohol and driving do not mix.” 

Provisional figures show 430 people were 
killed in drink-drive accidents in 2008. 

The campaign - called ‘One drink is too much 
for Christmas’ - was launched by Kent High¬ 
way Services in partnership with the police.

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Carter demands 
council shake-up

KENT County Council leader 
Paul Carter has challenged 
the main political parties to 
support plans for a “radical 
reform” of local government. 

Cllr Carter - who also represents 74 
local authorities as chairman of South 
East England Councils - believes 
massive savings can be made at a 
national level if the country is split 
into 46 ‘sub-regions’. 

This would not mean current local 
authorities being scrapped, but neigh¬ 
bouring councils in a sub-region 
would work more closely together to 
deliver services. 

He says this will eliminate the need 
for unelected bodies like the South 
East England Development Agency 
(Seeda), which is based in Surrey yet 
is responsible for the economic and 
social development of an area bigger 
in size than Scotland, Wales and 
Northern Ireland combined. 

Cllr Carter set out his proposals in a 
paper, Bold Steps for Radical Reform, 
launched at St Martin-in-the-Fields 
Church, Trafalgar Square, on Tuesday. 

He told KOS Media afterwards: “It

went really well and there was a gen¬ 
eral air of endorsement - the vast 
number of people say ‘bring it on’. 

“Local government is the only part 
of the public sector that delivers the 
efficiencies imposed upon us, so it’s 
about time certain unelected groups 
and quangos let go. 

“We need to be free from central 
Government interference. We’ve got to 
make public services relevant to the 
communities they serve and find out 
where decisions are best made. I 
believe sub-regional groups need to 


come together to influence how the 
money is split and divided.” 

Cllr Carter’s proposals - which he 
says could save the Government up to 
£21 billion over a three to five-year 
period - have already won the back¬ 
ing of shadow local government minis¬ 
ter Bob Neill. 

The Bromley and Chislehurst Tory 
MP attended the launch and chal¬ 
lenged local government to “demon¬ 
strate there is both the capacity and 
imagination and verve” to take on 
more responsibilities. He said: “The 
report emphasises something we need 
to make the case about constantly - 
the insidious nature of the quangroc- 
racy that has grown up in the UK.” 

Despite his support, Mr Neill 
stressed he could not promise every¬ 
thing in the report would happen 
under a Conservative government. 

However, Cllr Carter told KOS 
Media he would be “absolutely del¬ 
ighted” if only 50 per cent of the pro¬ 
posals were implemented. 

He added: “I’ve already had a meet¬ 
ing with Kent’s 12 district leaders to 
discuss how we could operate and 
organise ourselves if we were given 
extra powers, and that went very well. 

“Spending restrictions are going to 
get pretty severe over the next few 
years but we can help deliver big sav¬ 
ings if we are only given the chance.”

Designers to make 
‘Angel’ bomb proof 


AN ICONIC statue of a horse 
dubbed the ‘Angel of the South’ 
is being designed to withstand 
attacks from terrorists. 

Although the £2 million 
sculpture, which will be located 
at Ebbsfleet, is more likely to be 
a target for graffiti and low- 
level vandalism, designs are 
being put in place to cover a 
more large-scale attack. 

A planning application sub¬ 
mitted by Grendon Design 
Agency to Gravesham Borough 
Council, stated that the 160ft- 
high statue, designed by former 
Turner prize winner Mark 
Wallinger, could potentially 
attract protestors. 

Simon Trundle, the compa¬ 
ny’s managing director, said 
that if the statue was bombed, 
the steel-framed structure would 


ensure it remained standing. 

The report states that protest¬ 
ers are a more likely threat, and 
CCTV would be put in place. 

Ben Ruse, spokesman for the 
Ebbsfleet Landmark Project 
Ltd, said part of the planning 
process was to ensure the horse 
would stay in good condition. 

He said: “It is expected to last 
for generations, but we don’t 
want it to be a burden on the 
local authority or community. 
The possibility that someone 
would want to launch an attack 
on the horse must be looked into, 
even though this is unlikely.” 

Gravesham council has until 
March to look at plans. 

The statue will stand near to 
Ebbsfleet International Station 
and will dominate the north 
Kent landscape.

CANCER campaigner Nicole 
Dryburgh hopes the sequel to her 
inspirational first book will give 
further hope to fellow patients, 
writes Steve Knight. 

The 20-year-old from Whitstable was diag¬ 
nosed with cancer when she was just 11 and 
has since suffered a brain haemorrhage and 
a stroke, leaving her wheelchair-bound, blind 
and virtually deaf. 

But despite her predicament, Nicole has 
devoted her life to helping others and has so 
far raised more than £130,000 for charity. 

Her first book, The Way I See It, earned an 
army of admirers when it was released in 
2008, with its sequel - Talk To The Hand - 
covering the hectic months that followed. 

Nicole said: “I’ve only ever had nice com¬ 
ments about The Way I See It and I’m really 
happy people enjoyed reading it. It’s been out 
two years now and I get emails almost every 


day from someone who has read it. 

“I decided to write the second book because 
my first kind of ended on a cliffhanger. I was 
still on chemotherapy and having other 
health problems, so I wanted people to know 
I’m still here and fighting. So much has hap¬ 
pened since my first book came out so it’s a 
good way to let people know how things have 
turned out. It’s different because I’m not just 
telling my story, I’m sharing advice, too.” 

Nicole was a competition-winning gymnast 
when, at the age of just 11, an operation 


revealed a rare type of tumour close to her 
spine. Through radiotherapy it was reduced, 
but two years later she suffered the brain 
haemorrhage that robbed her of her sight. 

This was followed by a debilitating stroke 
that left the youngster confined to a wheel¬ 
chair, and in late 2007 tumours were discov¬ 
ered behind Nicole’s ears that have destroyed 
her hearing. 

Despite these setbacks, Nicole has devoted 
her life to helping others and is working with 
the Teenage Cancer Trust to raise enough 


money to fund a special¬ 
ist unit at the Royal 
Marsden Hospital, 
Surrey. 

She said: “I enjoy 
organising events and 
coming up with differ¬ 
ent ideas of ways to 
raise money. I know

JASON Conners used to be so self-conscious of 
his size that even at the height of summer he 
would wear a coat.

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Keeping sickness at bay 


OVERNIGHT hospital stays for elderly people 
could be cut by up to half by using community 
projects to help keep sickness at bay writes 
Marijke Cox. 

And accident and emergency attendances could be slashed 
by a third if preventative measures are used in older people’s 
healthcare. The findings were revealed by Dr Karen Windle of 
the University of Kent, who conducted a study into a new 
Department of Health programme that looks at improving 
health services for over-65s. 

The scheme, known as the Partnership for Older People 
Project (POPP), looks to use simple everyday activities, such 
as lunch clubs and community groups, to help prevent hospi¬ 
tal and institutional care, and the need for 
carers to visit patients’ homes. Experts 
believe the measures reduce isolation and 
promote wellbeing. In 2005, when the project 
was launched, 29 local authorities, including 
Kent County Council, signed up. 

It was piloted in Eastern and Coastal Kent 
using the health and voluntary sectors to 
ensure older people could retain independ¬ 
ence and improve their quality of life through 
low-level services. 

Dr Windle, senior research fellow at the 
Personal Social Services Research Unit at the 
university, said in some cases this could be as 
simple as attending an exercise club. 

“Individual cases are different, but it’s real¬ 
ly down to early intervention and preven¬ 
tion,” she said. “This could be things like help 
with shopping or having a handrail put in 
your house. Clubs and voluntary groups also 
help ensure older people are not isolated in 
the community. In one case there was an eld¬ 
erly lady who had not been seen for a while. 

“A case co-ordinator went to see her and 
found she was mourning the loss of her dog. 

She was taken to an animal shelter where 
she got another dog and was soon out and 
about again. It’s simple things like this that 



really help improve well-being.” 

More complex initiatives such as hospital 
discharge and rapid-response services were 
also used in the pilot. Research at the univer¬ 
sity found the scheme resulted in significant 
financial savings due to the reduction in 
emergency bed days. 

With every £1 spent on POPP services 
there was an extra £1.20 saved. Savings were 
also made through the reduction in physio¬ 
therapy and occupational therapy as well as 
outpatient and clinic appointments. 

Dr Windle said: “Although some cases are 
more complex than others, this is a sustain¬ 
able approach towards helping the wellbeing 
and health of elderly people. 

“It is possible that even greater value could 
be secured over the longer term as new proj¬ 
ects learn from their experience and general 
expertise and confidence grows.” 

In total, 522 organisations in the UK were 
involved across the programme, including 
PCTs, housing trusts, voluntary organisa¬ 
tions, the police, and private sector firms. 

Dr Windle presented her findings on the 
pilot scheme to health secretary Andy 


Burnham, care services minister Phil Hope 
and David Behan, director general of social 
care, local government and care partnerships 
at the Department of Health. Mr Burnham 
said the scheme would now be launched 
nationwide. 

‘With more people over 65 than under 18 
and increasing pressure on services, we need 
a new approach to the care and support sys¬ 
tem that is fair, simple and affordable,” he 
said. ‘We are overhauling the care and sup¬ 
port system. Prevention, early intervention 
and integration of services are all fundamen¬ 
tal principles to that reform and our vision to 
create a National Care Service. 

“But we shouldn’t wait to take action to 
improve the lives of older people. That is why 
we have introduced our Personal Care at 
Home Bill which will give free support to 
those in need. If local NHS and social care 
services work together to invest in prevention 
and early intervention, we can cut costs and 
improve older people’s quality of life.” 
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Hazardous roads 

CRASH victims are being asked to take 
part in a new campaign to highlight the 
dangers faced by young road-users. 

The Kent Highways initiative - called 
Ghostlids - wants teenage motorcyclists 
aged 16 to 19 to share their stories with 
other young riders. 

Road safety officer Tom Morton said: “In 
Kent in the past five years 799 teenagers 
have been injured on mopeds or motorbikes, 
of which 124 were either killed or seriously 
injured. We want to get the message out 
about the hazards through those who have 
been directly affected by a crash.”

Sex attacker locked up 

A RAPIST who sexually assaulted a 
young mother was caged eight years after 
his savage attack following an investigation 
by Kent’s cold case detectives. 

Kelvin Clyde Bennett was jailed for 12 
years in 2008 for the rape and kidnap of a 
21 -year-old woman in Folkestone. 

The 45-year-old had grabbed her as 
she walked home from a nightclub in 
December 2000. 

She had briefly stopped to make a 
call to her boyfriend when he launched 
his attack. 

Bennett drove his victim to several 
secluded locations and raped her 
three times while threatening to kill her 


before then 
dumping her 
in a country 
lane.

Time to catch 
the criminals 


who thought 
they had got 
away with it

CRIMINALS who think they 
have quite literally got away with 
murder could soon be getting an 
unexpected knock at their door. 

And rapists who long ago breathed a sigh 
of relief for avoiding arrest for their brutal 


crime should start looking over their shoul¬ 
der again. 

For Kent Police’s Cold Case Investigation 
Team, which celebrates its two-year anniver¬ 
sary this year, is cracking down on unsolved 
murders dating back 50 years, and stranger 
rapes from 30 years. 

Not only does it mean dangerous criminals 
are taken off the county’s streets, but fami¬ 
lies suffering the loss of a loved one, or rape 
victims struggling to move on, can get justice. 

Det Chief Insp Dave Withers, who heads

up the six-strong team in Chatham, said pro¬ 
gression in forensic science has led to a num¬ 
ber of cases being solved. 

“Just because something could not be 
detected 15 or 20 years ago doesn’t mean it 
can’t be detected now,” he said. 

“In the case of murder there are relatives 
who want answers and closure and we have 
a duty to them, as well as to the victims who 
had a right to life which was taken away. 

“The person responsible might still be 
offending and we need to protect the public.” 

One example of their success was the 
investigation into the murder of Evelyn 
Staples, whose body was found in Boxley, 
near Maidstone, in 1987. Her killer was iden¬ 
tified more than 20 years later thanks to 
developments in DNA profiling. 

The murderer had since died, but the vic¬ 
tim’s son was able to find out who his moth¬ 
er’s killer was. 

DCI Withers said: “It really is rewarding 
when we get a success. 

‘We don’t contact a victim or a victim’s fam¬ 
ily until we have identified an offender. We 
wouldn’t want to raise their hopes or resur¬ 
rect old memories for no reason. 

“It’s not easy to go back to someone after 20 
years and for them to have to relive the fear 
of something they might have put to the back 
of their minds for a long time.” 

Kent is one of the first forces in the UK to 
set up a Cold Case Investigation Team, made 


up of DCI Withers, three detective constables 
and two investigating officers, who are 
retired detectives. 

In the past, unsolved murders and rape 
would be dealt with by the Major Crime unit 
on top of their other cases. 

But due to the big workload, some older 
cases slowed or stopped and so Kent Police 
set up a team to specialise in cold cases. 

Work with these cases begins at 
Maidstone’s headquarters with the Serious 
Case Review Team, which looks into 
unsolved murders and rapes. 

Head of the team Dave Stevens, a former 
detective superintendent, explained how the 
system works: We go through all of the 
exhibits using up-to-date forensic science 
tests which in the past we didn’t have. 

“If we get a full DNA profile for a murder 
or rape or identify a new lead, we then hand 
it on to the Cold Case Investigation Team.” 

Mr Stevens said DNA profiling has revolu¬ 
tionised investigations: We can get DNA 
from things we couldn’t ten years ago. 

“We compare samples against a national 
database and we also have a database of 
DNA taken from crime scenes, so we can link 
one offender to more than one crime.” 

DNA was first used in the late 1980s when 
blood or semen was needed to build a profile. 

At the start of the new millennium 
advances meant experts could extract DNA 
from microscopic quantities. 


CASE STUDY 


Murder investigation 

THE brutal murders of two young women 
more than 20 years ago are currently 
being reviewed by the Cold Case 
Investigation Team. 

Wendy Knell, 26, was found dead at 
her bedsit in Tunbridge Wells in June 
1987. She had been sexually assaulted 
and battered to death. 

Her distraught parents said they are 
determined to catch their daughter’s killer. 

The body of Caroline Pierce, 20, who 
also lived in

re-opened the investigation, the cold case 
team have DNA which they believe is from 
the offender and are currently taking DNA 
samples from people who are of interest 
to the inquiry to try and find a match. 

So far they have eliminated more 
than 500 people and are continuing with 
this work. 

DCI Dave Withers added: “With the 
Wendy Knell case, her parents want to 
do anything they can to catch their 
daughter’s killer. They cannot rest until 
the killer is found.” 


Old boys booked 


SKINNERS’ old boys have joined forces to 
support a charity that donates books to school- 
children in Africa. 

The charity READ International was 
launched in 2004 when a group of university 
students, who were shocked when they saw 
the lack of resources in Tanzanian schools dur¬ 
ing their gap year, decided to do something 
about it. 

Robert Wilson, who went to the Skinners’ 
School in Tunbridge Wells from 1994 to 2001, 
founded the charity. 

He said: ‘We felt compelled to act and began 
by contacting our local secondary schools and 
collecting books to send to Tanzania. 

“The book project has gone from strength to 
strength with more and more universities 
coming on board each year. We now have 22 


book projects across the UK, and have shipped 
over half a million books to Tanzania.” 

At a recent school reunion he met another 
old Leopard David Fry, who went to Skinners’ 
between 1985 and 1992. 

Mr Fry, now a UK and European attorney at 
Agile IP LLP, was inspired by Mr Wilson’s 
story. “Rob’s story was incredibly inspiring so I 
volunteered to organise trade mark protection, 
through my company Agile,” he said. 

“The European application is currently 
going through. It felt great to be helping out 
on a professional level; we will happily provide 
the same service to the charity for many years 
in the future. I am also currently seeking 
attorneys in Tanzania who will also provide 
their services for free.”

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Bela’s lessons from the past

BELA Rosenthal was just six 
months old when she was 
taken prisoner by the Nazis. 

Her Jewish father had already 
been killed at the infamous 
Auschwitz-Birkenau concentration 
camp in 1942, and her mother’s 
death was soon to follow when she 
was struck down with TB. 

Orphaned at just two years old, 
Bela was released from the 
Theresienstadt concentration camp 
when the Red Cross took it over from 
the Nazis at the end of World War 
Two in 1945. 

Despite having little memory of the 
Holocaust, where six million Jews 
were murdered by the Nazis, Bela - 
now Joanna Millan - has clear mem¬ 
ories of her childhood. 

And to bring home the terrifying 
realities and pay respect to those 
who died, the mother-of-three has 
given her poignant account to Kent 
schoolchildren at St John’s Catholic 
School in Gravesend. 

Her talk forms part of Holocaust 
Memorial Day on January 27. 

This year’s theme is The Legacy of 
Hope’ which encourages young people 
to learn from survivors’ experiences. 

Mrs Millan, who lives in London, is 
using her own experience to push 
home the message about racism and 
tolerance across to youngsters. 

The 67-year-old, who has eight

grandchildren, managed to survive 
in the Theresienstadt camp - 50 
miles outside of Prague - thanks to a 
lady called Litska Shallinger. 

Knowing the food in the concentra¬ 
tion camp was contaminated, Litska 
would collect vegetables and hide 
them under her clothes so she could 
feed the young girl. 

On May 3,1945, the Red Cross took 
over the camp and Bela was freed, 
but she was not to return to her 
home in Berlin. 

“My first memory was being put in 
a house by the Russians while they 
decided what would happen to us,” 
she said. 

“The British government said it 
would take up to 1,000 children, but 
they took 300 in the end. 

“I was flown with five other surviv¬ 
ing orphans - it was a very confusing 
time. There was no family for me in 
Britain so I was put in a home.” 

She was eventually adopted by a 
wealthy Jewish couple in London 
who changed her named to Joanna. 

Mrs Millan said: “It was a scary 


time - for a while I didn’t ever know 
what was going on. 

“My adoptive parents didn’t have 
any children so they took me on as 
their own daughter and changed my 
name to one less Jewish-sounding. 

“They also told me to keep quiet 
about being Jewish. 

“I suppose even now I am discreet 
about it just because I always had to 
be. I don’t bring it up unless some¬ 
body asks.” 

But Mrs Millan said she found it 
hard hiding her identity. 

“I had to pretend to be something I 
wasn’t which was difficult for a 
child,” she said. 

“I didn’t really find my identity and 
I found that forming relationships 
was very hard. I also became very 
independent because I had been in 
the camp without supervision.” 

Eight years ago Mrs Millan, who is 
chairman of the Holocaust Survivors 
Association, married a Jewish man 
and continues to have a close rela¬ 
tionship with her own family. 

“I think I’ve tried to compensate for 
what I missed out on,” she added. 

This year, Holocaust Memorial Day 
commemorates the 65th anniversary 
of the Auschwitz-Birkenau liberation. 

Karen Pollock, chief executive of the 
Holocaust Educational Trust, which 
organised the visit, said: “Joanna’s 
story is one of tremendous courage 
during the horrific circumstances. 

“By hearing her testimony, St 
John’s Catholic School’s students will 
have the opportunity to learn where 
hate and racism can ultimately lead.”

Swale, Thanet, Maidstone 
and Sevenoaks, will initially 
concentrating on main routes 
and known problem areas, 
before moving on to second¬ 
ary routes, depending on the 
time and budget available.

MOTORISTS are to be reschooled 
in road safety as part of a month¬ 
long campaign to reduce the num¬ 
ber of child deaths in Kent. 

Police will visit 40 accident black spots to 
give advice to drivers about the importance of 
driving safely, while the 'stop, look and listen’ 
method of crossing the road will be hammered 
home to pupils. 

Officers hope the operation will lead to a 
reduction in the number of children killed or 
seriously injured on Kent’s roads, which in 
2008 stood at 87. 

A further 570 received ‘slight’ injuries. 

Concerns 

Acting Chief Insp Preston Chalk said the 
campaign came about as part of the You Said, 
We Did initiative, which promotes police fol¬ 
lowing up on residents’ concerns. 

He said: “It’s crucial that children are taught 
about road safety from a young age. 

“They’re often very frantic and enjoy run¬ 
ning about, but it’s important they know 
they can’t always be like that when they’re 
not in school. 

“We hope this campaign will allow children 
to reflect on the consequences of running in 


the road and the impact it would have on their 
parents, friends and teachers if something ter¬ 
rible were to happen to them. 

“Thankfully the schools are already work¬ 
ing hard to promote this issue, as do the 
majority of parents, so we are just enforcing 
the message.” 

The campaign - launched in partnership 
with Medway Council’s road safety team, Kent 
Highway Services and other partner agencies 
- was launched at Senacre Wood Primary 
School, Maidstone, on Monday. 

According to Chief Insp Chalk, children are 
at greater risk during the autumn and winter 
months because of the extended periods of 
darkness before and after school. 

The 40 destinations visited by officers over 


the next month are all within the vicinity of 
schools and identified statistically as having 
high casualty rates. 

As well as distributing safety fliers to pupils 
and parents, enforcement teams will also be 
clamping down on motorists caught speeding, 
not wearing seatbelts, using mobile telephones 
and driving while under the influence of drink 
and drugs. 

Chief Insp Chalk said: “For the children it’s 
all about the basic safety message of stop, look, 
listen and find a safe place to cross. 

“But when it comes to the adults, we know 
there will always be a small core of people who 
will break the law no matter what we do. 

“That’s why we’ll be carrying out enforce¬ 
ment work as well as educational work.” 



Murderer’s appeal quashed 


THE homeless drifter jailed for strangling 
a 17-year-old girl in Tunbridge Wells 
and hiding her body in a suitcase has lost 
an appeal against his murder 
conviction. 

Philip Bell, 24, who was 
found guilty of murdering Terry 
Edmonds after a third trial, lost 
his case at the Court of Appeal in 
London on Tuesday. 

Det Chief Insp Dave Withers of 
Kent Police said: ‘We are pleased 
with the decision. 

“We worked very closely with 
the Crown Prosecution Service to 
bring this case before the court, and present¬ 
ed evidence at three trials. 

“We were confident we had a compelling 
case and our thoughts today are again with 
Terry’s family and friends who have been 
through a very difficult ordeal.” 

He said Miss Edmonds’ family was “very 


pleased” that the conviction was upheld. 

Bell, who was sentenced to a minimum of 
28 years in February last year after escaping 
conviction at two previous trials, 
was described by the judge as 
“an evil man, who seems to have 
no conscience”. 

At the unusual third trial, 
Judge Andrew Patience QC told 
the former removal man: “As 
the police net closed around 
you, you lied and lied again to 
escape responsibility for what 
you had done.” 

Miss Edmonds was missing 
for 12 days in April, 2006, before her body 
was found in a green suitcase in a supermar¬ 
ket car park stairwell, next to Tunbridge 
Wells railway station, where Bell was living 
rough. 

She had been sexually assaulted and 
strangled with her own scarf.

THE redevelopment of the 
Pleasurama site in Ramsgate 
will not be delayed by the col¬ 
lapse of part of the cliff fagade, 
Thanet council has assured 
residents. 

The long-running saga of the spot 
beneath the East Cliff, which has been 
derelict since a fire in 1997, seemed to 
be drawing to a conclusion in 2003 with 
the granting of planning permission for 
a 60-room hotel, seven shops and one-, 
two- and three-bedroom apartments. 

More than six years on, however, res¬ 
idents are still waiting for the planned 
Royal Sands complex to surface from 
the piles of rubble and weeds making 
the site an eyesore. 

It had been hoped local company 
Cardy Construction, which has won the 
contract with developer SFP Ventures, 
would begin work on the project this 
year, but now part of the concrete 
facade has collapsed, leaving a hole 
measuring about eight metres by three. 

Michael Child, a shop-owner who has 
been blogging on the subject for years, 
said: “The cliff seems to be in a terrible 
state and parts of it have collapsed. 

“I am not convinced the project can go 
forward when it is in such a bad way. 
Cracks and holes have appeared and it 
is just not good enough either to build 
the development next to it or to support 
the main access road to it.” 

However, a spokeswoman for Thanet 
council, which struck the deal with SFP 
for the Royal Sands development, said: 
“There is no reason to believe it has fur¬ 
ther implications for the stability of the 
cliff facade or cliff-face as a whole. This 
blockwork panel is not a load-bearing 
part of the structure.” 

The cliff-wall part of the project has 
already cost Thanet council £985,000. It 
is thought the latest problem will add 
£15,000 to that figure. Walker 
Construction carried out refurbishment 
work in 2007, but the appearance of the 
hole led to the whole panel being taken 
down to be rebuilt by contractors. 

The spokeswoman said: “The defect 
was not present at the time of the 2007 
refurbishment. It was caused by a 
defect in the 1930s blockwork panel. 

“It is a relatively minor repair and 
will be completed within the next two 
weeks and will not delay the main 
development work.” 

Cardy boss Michael Stannard said: 
“Clearly we want to get on with the 
project, but will be seeking assurances 
from Thanet council that the public, as 
well as our staff, are not at any risk now 
or in the future.”

JENSON Button would have trouble getting 
behind the steering wheel, but that didn’t 
stop a team of young race fans building the 
fastest compressed-air powered racing car in 
the UK.

The youngsters from Wilmington Grammar 
School in Dartford, took the Fastest Car 
Award in the Bloodhound SSC Class at the 
UK final of the Formula One in Schools 
Technology Challenge held in Birmingham. 

Using some of the very latest in design and 
build technology, they put together than car 
which is restricted to just 15cm long. 

It has to carry a tiny compressed-air tank 
that is filled to capacity before a race on a 
20-metre track. 

The speeds are phenomenal and the 
winning car covered the distance in just 
0.620 seconds.

Their car started out as a solid block of 
balsa wood which was placed in a high-tech 
machine that carved the shape of the racer 
based on a computer-aided design crafted by 
the students. 

Some even put them through tests in a 
miniature wind tunnel using hairdryers. 

Erik Meilak, team manager of the Snails, 
said: “Our car is very light - it weighs less 
than nine grams - less than the weight of the 


axle and wheels of the car we raced at the 
regional finals. 

“Our car was the only one which had very 
small, carbon fibre wheels and I think that is 
also a big factor in the speed we achieved - 
just 0.620 seconds for the 20 metres track.” 

And chairman and founder of FI in 
Schools, Andrew Denford, added: “The 
Speeding Snails showed great initiative in 
their approach to the car design and 
produced a unique, and ultimately very 
quick, race car. 

“The work they have put in to their entry 
was excellent and I’m delighted they had this 
success at the UK finals.” 

FI in Schools will help change perceptions 
of engineering, science and technology by 
creating a fun and exciting learning 
environment for young people to develop an 
informed view about careers in mathematics, 
engineering, science and technology. 


Police anti-protest claims denied

KENT’S Chief Constable Mike 
Fuller has spoken out against 
accusations he undermined the 
public’s right to protest at 
Kingsnorth power station. 

Speaking exclusively to KOS Media, Mr 
Fuller denied claims made in the Guardian 
newspaper that he strayed from his duty to 
‘neutrally facilitate’ peaceful protests when he 


advised the energy firm E.ON to take greater 
steps to disrupt any future activity on the site. 

The accusations relate to an incident in 
October, 2007, when six Greenpeace activists 
scaled a 200m smokestack to protest against 
plans for a new coal-fired power station, caus¬ 
ing more than £30,000 damage. 

Mr Fuller has been criticised for suggesting 
in a subsequent letter to E.ON that the 
German firm should seek “legal remedies” - 
including High Court injunctions - to scupper 
such demonstrations in the future. 

But he told KOS Media the advice was 
issued to the company in response to specific 
concerns about security at the site. 
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He said: “The company was treated in exact¬ 
ly the same way as any victim of crime, name¬ 
ly we provided it with the requested advice 
about security. Kent Police has a public duty to 
inform all organisations about any threat to 
their premises. 

“The letter is clearly advising E.ON to 
improve security to prevent further trespass 
at a site where there is the possibility of death 
or serious injury to anyone entering illegally. 

“As chief constable I have a duty to the tax¬ 
payers of Kent to avoid excessive policing costs 
wherever possible, and that was what the 
letter was seeking to do by suggesting possible 
solutions to E.ON.” 

Nicknamed the Kingsnorth Six, the 
Greenpeace activists were all spared jail in 
September, 2008, when they managed to 
convince a crown court jury that the dam¬ 
age they caused was justified in the context 
of the potential damage caused to the envi¬ 
ronment by carbon dioxide emissions from 
any new power station. 

E.ON said at the time it was concerned 
other protestors would see the verdict as 
permission for them to break in and dam¬ 
age important power plants. 

Mr Fuller’s letter to the company - which 
was sent about eight months before the 
trial - states that his counter-terrorism 
security advisors could help the firm 
improve site security, and that it was 
“grossly inappropriate” for Kent taxpayers 
to foot the bill for any of its shortcomings. 

He told KOS Media: “We have not 
attempted to make any secret of the letter 
and it is available for the public to read 
on our website. It also specifically acknowl¬ 
edges Greenpeace’s right to carry out 
lawful protest. 

“Kent Police has always been completely 
impartial about legal protests and, as the

Chief Constable of Kent, I have never 
strayed from my duty to remain impartial 
when policing demonstrations.” 

The accusations levelled at Mr Fuller repre¬ 
sent yet more negativity surrounding the 
way the force has handled environmental 
protests at Kingsnorth. 

Last week Kent Police admitted using 
stop-and-search powers illegally at the infa¬ 
mous Climate Camp demonstration in sum¬ 
mer 2008. 

Politicians, protestors and academics 
involved in the rally have always claimed the 
police response was disproportionate to the 
threat posed by the activists.

History book is 
ideal toilet read

A HISTORY teacher used 
his pupils’ obsession with 
all things toilet-related as 
the inspiration for a new 
book on 19th century 
plumber Thomas Crapper. 

Wrongly regarded by many as the 
man who invented the flushing 
lavatory, the former Bromley resi¬ 
dent did play a huge role in its evo¬ 
lution and also ran the world’s first 
bathroom showroom. 

Robert Hume - head of history at 
Clarendon House Grammar School 
in Ramsgate - said his book pays 
tribute to Crapper’s contributions to 
sanitation. 

He said: “My classes seem to have 
an unhealthy interest in toilets, 
whether it’s the Roman toilets they 
had on Hadrian’s Wall or the 
medieval method of people dumping 
their poo straight into the Thames. 

“They have an insatiable appetite 
for toilets, so who better a person to 
write about than Thomas Crapper? 


“He played a 
very important 
role in history, 
although not 
for the reasons 
most people 
think. He did¬ 
n’t invent the 
flushing toilet 
but he did 
improve and 
market it. 

“He was also the first person to 
open a bathroom showroom where 
people could not only look at toilets 
but come in and sit on them, which 
was unheard of at the time and 
shocked some people.” 

Born on September 28, 1836, 
Crapper launched a plumbing com¬ 
pany and registered nine patents - 
three of which were for water closet 
improvements such as the floating 
ballcock. 

In the 1880s he received his first 
Royal Warrant from Prince Edward 
for fitting cedar wood seats and 
enclosures on 30 toilets at Sand¬ 
ringham House, with two more com¬ 
ing his way in later years. 

Crapper lived in Anerley, in 
Bromley, at the time of his death 


aged 73, and was laid to rest at 
Beckenham Crematorium and 
Cemetery - as were Mr Hume’s grand 
and great-grandparents. 

His book, Thomas Crapper - 
Lavatory Legend, also features 
illustrations by Canterbury artist 
Cheryl Ives. 

Mr Hume said: “Cheryl always 
gets her friends and family to pose 
for the illustrations, so I think she 
had a lot of fun with this book.” 

Lavatory Legend is the latest in a 
series of books written by the 
Broadstairs resident, who has been 
head of history at Clarendon House 
for 22 years. 

Among the historical figures cov¬ 
ered are black civil rights campaign¬ 
er Olaudah Equiano, 15th century 
pretender to the throne Perkin 
Warbeck, and Dr Joseph Bell - the 
man Arthur Conan Doyle based his 
Sherlock Holmes character on. 

Mr Hume said: “The thing all 
these men have in common is that 
they are on the fringes of history. 

“They’ve not been done to death, 
but they deserve to be recognised.”

Brave tot saves

es, and admitted she is concerned about the 
number of closures. 

She said she had seen some schools that 
couldn’t open as they had drives covered in ice. 

Cllr Hohler told the meeting: ‘We do think 
we need to review our strategy on snow and in 
particular look to see, not just where the 
pupils live, but also where the teachers live, 
because in some cases it may be possible 
for teachers to go to a school that is not their 
own school to make sure those children have 
got cover. 


“If a teacher lives much nearer another 
school that would be quite interesting for the 
teacher, but it would also mean children have 
a school to go to.” 

She also praised some parents for helping 
and carrying out essential work to keep 
schools open where possible. 

John Walder, the National Union of Teachers 
division secretary for Kent, said: “It can be a 
good idea and equally a bad one, too. 

“If you are a primary school teacher used to 
dealing with five-year-olds and find yourself in 


front of a rowdy bunch of secondary school stu¬ 
dents, you may not be much use. 

“This is an idea that goes back to the 
time when I started teaching in 1968, so is 
hardly new. 

“So long as the teacher who presents him¬ 
self at a school can be fully verified to be 
genuine, then sometimes they can be a help 
for a day or so.”

On Route 66 for 
the World Cup 


SHUNNING the more traditional and com¬ 
fortable methods of transport, a group of 
Kent fans are taking a double-decker red bus 
to South Africa for the World Cup, writes 
Chris Murphy. 

It would have been far easier to book some 
plane tickets, but this hardy group is doing it 
for a worthy cause - to raise a substantial sum 
for the lifeboats and a children’s hospital. 

The iconic vehicle will wind its way from 
Kent to the southern tip of Africa in time for 
the football tournament this summer. 

Fans, including two from an RNLI lifeboat 
station, are teaming up for the trip of a 
lifetime. 

And it’s not like the trip is cheap. 

They are paying £3,000 each to fund the 
journey on the 1966 Routemaster bus, 
leaving in April for the 10,500-mile trip to 
Cape Town. 

Buskateers 

Sleeping on the bus, handing out football 
shirts from English clubs to children in other 
countries, and playing the occasional game 
are all part of the fun, said the organisers. 

But the trip by the Buskateers will raise 
the profile of both the RNLI, the charity that 
saves lives at sea, and Great Ormond Street 
Hospital for Children. 

On board will be Dave Wimble, 43, and 
Danny Crawley, 36, from Littlestone-on-Sea 
lifeboat station. 

Dave, an Arsenal supporter who works in 
the entertainment business, used to be a 
mechanic at Tower lifeboat station on the 


River Thames, and he will be repairing the 
bus if it breaks down. 

Danny, a former Royal Marine, is a diesel 
fitter and his expertise could also be required 
for maintenance of the bus. 

Dave said: “This journey should be great 
fun - but we do have a serious message. 

“Both the RNLI and the Great Ormond 
Street Hospital save lives, and sometimes 
our ‘shouts’ off the coast here involve saving 
children.” 

Charlie Davies, the lifeboat operations 
manager at Littlestone, added: ‘We are get¬ 
ting used to novel ways of raising money for 
the RNLI - there was a sandcastle competi¬ 
tion with 1,600 sandcastles at Littlestone. 

“Now we have crew on board a bus to the 
World Cup. Let’s hope that England win the 
World Cup and the Buskateers bring in lots 
of money for the RNLI to help our volunteer 
crews to continue to save lives at sea 365 
days a year, 24 hours a day.” 

Those on board will be updating podcasts 
and also be writing a book, plus even produc¬ 
ing a short film about the experience. 

One of the team, 52-year-old Martin Davis, 
will perform a one-man comedy show in 
South Africa based on the trip. 

They are seeking sponsors who will pay for 
their names to be on the side of the eye¬ 
catching old bus which will go through up to 
20 countries en route to the World Cup finals.

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MEP demands controversial ban on Muslim veil 


‘Burkas may be 
hiding terrorists’

BAN the burka is the call 
from a top politician who 
says the veil has no place 
on the streets of the UK. 

Nigel Farage is the former leader 
of the UK Independence Party and 
is a Kent MEP. 

He said veils, worn by some 
Muslim women to completely cover 
the face, should be outlawed as it 
helps create a divided Britain. 

Mr Farage said fines could be used 
to dissuade women from wearing 
them, but policing would be prob¬ 
lematic if women become defiant. 

However he insisted there are 
three main reasons why the burka, 
or full-face hijab, should never be 
seen in the UK again. 

He told KOS Media: “In a security 
age where there are CCTV cameras 
everywhere we go, I can’t wear a 
hoodie in Bluewater, I can’t wear a 
balaclava on the Underground, and 
I can’t wear a crash helmet in a 
bank - and all for good reason. 

“This is especially true as one of 
the 7/7 bombers who attacked the 
transport system in London escaped 
because he had a veil over his face. 

“The security point is inarguable. 
It doesn’t matter if we like the envi¬ 
ronment we live in, the fact is there 
has to be equal application of rules

that demand the face is seen. 

“Secondly, we believe the veils are 
used as a way to subjugate women. 
It is odd that in a society where we 
talk increasingly about equality of 
opportunity, and fair play regardless 
of age, race, class, sex, this is used to 
keep some women down, and there 
are quite forthright critics of this 
from the Muslim community itself. 

“Many do want to say they don’t 
want to live like this. And of course 
it is impossible to get someone being 
forced to wear it to come out and 
openly admit they are being forced.” 

The third reason he is arguing for 
the ban is to help prevent the cre¬ 
ation of a divided society. 

Mr Farage, from Bromley, said: 
“The main parties have been calling 


for a multi-cultural society for decades. 

“And yet we are seeing a divided 
society of which the burka is a sym¬ 
bol. We are increasingly seeing ghet- 
toised towns and cities along with a 
rise in radicalism and even more 
worrying, the increasingly loud calls 
for Sharia law to be introduced. 

'We want to live in a society that 
has one law applied equally and 
fairly to everybody. The Archbishop 
of Canterbury, Dr Rowan Williams 
said two years ago that he saw the 
imposition of Sharia law in Britain’s 
major cities as being inevitable. 

“We don’t agree with that analysis 
and we don’t want that analysis. 

“The law has to apply to everyone 
or it is not worth a light.” 

France is already examining ways 
to ban the burka, and Mr Farage 
points out the burka is not men¬ 
tioned in the Koran. 

The Kent Muslim Welfare Assoc¬ 
iation was set up in the 1970s to 
support the Islamic community and 
is now a hub for training, education 
and social welfare. 

Anwar Khan is the co-ordinator 
for education and community cohe¬ 
sion, and he said: “It is all about 
freedom. If some women want to 
wear them, there is their choice and 
they should be free to do so. 

“I can’t recall anyone in a burka 
causing any trouble in the UK, so 
why should they be subjected to a 
ban? This surely is taking freedom 
from them to wear whatever they 
wish to.” 


Drug runner is jailed 
for £10m cocaine plot 


A MAN from Sandwich has been 
jailed for 23 years for his part in a 
£10 million cocaine smuggling ring. 

Douglas Wood, 59, of Waldershare 
Avenue, Sandwich Bay, was one of 
the last three members of the gang 
jailed for a total of 76 years at Wool¬ 
wich Crown Court on Tuesday. 

Met Police started watching the 
crime team in November 2007 when 
it became apparent that two of them, 
Patrick Walsh and John Dunlop, 
were carrying out reconnaissance 
over several months into cash deliv¬ 
ery routes in the Hertfordshire area. 

Then, during January 2008, the net¬ 
work’s main organiser, Walsh, began 
to plot a conspiracy to import cocaine 
from the Caribbean into the UK. 

Walsh made repeated trips to 
Trinidad, Tobago, Barbados and 
Grenada using the false name of 
Michael Sheridan. He sometimes 
travelled with David Coxon and they 
were often joined by Wood. 

The cocaine plan progressed and 
on July 20,2008, Coxon and Wood set 
sail from Grenada, falsely telling 
Customs they were heading to

Brazil. Instead they headed for 
Bartica in Guyana to pick up 91.3 
kilos of high-quality cocaine straight 
from the South American jungle. 

Coxon and Wood were sailing back 
to the UK, heading for Portsmouth. 

Officers called in the assistance of 
the UK Borders Agency and the 


Royal Navy to stop their boat 15 
miles off the Cornwall coast at about 
5am on September 12, 2008. 

Searches of the yacht found the 
cocaine with a street value of £10m. 

Patrick Walsh, 48, of Blairhead 
Drive, Watford, Hertfordshire, was 
jailed for 21 years after he admitted 
conspiracy to import 91.3 kilos of 
cocaine. He also admitted possession 
of a handgun and ammunition with 
intent to commit robbery. 

John Dunlop, 52, of St Leonards On 
Sea, East Sussex, was jailed for eight 
years for possession of two firearms 
and 213 rounds of ammunition. 

William Cannon, 49, of Rainham, 
Essex, admitted possession of three 
firearms and 271 rounds of ammuni¬ 
tion and was given five years. 

Joseph Gorgin, 28, also of St 
Leonards-on-Sea, admitted firearms 
offences and was given five years. 

David Coxon, 54, Newcastle, admit¬ 
ted conspiracy to import the drugs 
and was handed a sentence of 15 years. 

And, finally, Douglas Wood was 
found guilty of conspiracy to import 
the drugs and was jailed for 23 years.

SMOKEFREE 
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Film retells grim tale of the medieval pandemic that saw a village razed to the ground 


Black Death and destruction

MARGATE hasn’t always 
been candyfloss, rock, and 
playing on the beach - the 
whole region was once stricken 
by the Black Death. 

And the full horror has been captured 
in a locally made film starring residents 
and actors from the area. 

The remarkable film is now set to be 
screened in Broadstairs next month. 

It explicitly captures life in Thanet in 
the grip of the catastrophic plague. 

Set in 1348, the film tells the story of a 
medieval Thanet village, the people who 
live in it and the shocking impact the 
plague has on their lives. 

Shot on location in Thanet, it vividly 
recreates the life of the period, including 
attitudes to women and the central role 
of religion. 

Research 

Producer Norman Thomas said: “The 
film was based on extensive research 
into the period, but the thing that really 
brings it to life is the contribution of the 
local people. 

“We explained to them what the plague 
would have been like and asked them to 
imagine what it would have meant to 
them, to see relatives and loved ones die, 
and to increasingly realise they could do 
nothing about it. 

“Our local actors really rose to the 
challenge and this gives rise to some 
truly moving moments.”

Research was hampered because 
few details were actually recorded, 
but the filmmakers discovered the 
horror of the village of Acol where 
practically the entire population was 
wiped out by the plague. 

To prevent it from spreading, every 
building was razed to the ground in a 
massive inferno. 

The approach to dealing with health 
at the time would shock doctors today, 
but the emotional and in-depth movie 
examines some of the unusual meth¬ 
ods used to fight disease at the time. 

Mr Thomas said: “One of the strongest 
beliefs was in bleeding people to cure 
them. But there were many other odd 
ideas - for example, they thought goat’s 
droppings could cure gout, or that wear¬ 
ing a toad around your neck would help 
cure internal bleeding.” 

Based on a series of educational 
films made in 2002, Thanet and The 
Black Death is produced by the same 
people who made the much-acclaimed 
Thanet On Film, which featured 
footage of isle from the 1920s to the 
present days. 

Originally intended for a single 
showing in November, Thanet On Film 
has been sold out every week since and 


is still showing at Broadstairs’ Palace 
Cinema every Sunday. 

Mr Thomas said: “Our previous 
screening was Thanet On Film, this is 
Medieval Thanet On Film. We hope 
people will be as interested in what 
was happening here 800 years ago as 
they are in Thanet 80 years ago.” 

The Black Death was one of the dead¬ 
liest pandemics in human history. 

Over just 52 years from 1348, the 
bubonic plague killed more than 100 
million people across the globe, slash¬ 
ing the population by up to 60 per 
cent after starting in central Asia. 

It is widely believed it was 
caused by bites from fleas 
that had been living on black 
rats that arrived on mer¬ 
chant ships and spread from 
ports. 

It took a century and a half 
for Europe to recover, and 
despite several more outbreaks 
killings millions more, it was 
finally all but eradicated in 
Europe by the 19th centuiy.

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Training boost for dementia care

HEALTH professionals are 
being given vital training to 
ensure dementia sufferers 
receive the essential sup¬ 
port they need. 

The specialised courses are being 
run at the Dementia Services 
Development Centre South East at 
Canterbury Christ Church 
University to help tackle the short¬ 
age of qualified medical staff 

The training scheme comes 
after criticism by the National 
Audit Office which slammed the 
Department of Health for not priori¬ 
tising the condition - the most well- 
known form being Alzheimer’s. 

Criticism 

The scheme also tackles criticism 
about the lack of basic training for 
doctors and nurses in dementia care 
by providing accredited courses for 
medical staff 

Health professionals from Christ 
Church University believe this 
shows their commitment not only to 
sufferers and their families, but to 
the profession. 

The Dementia Services 
Development Centre, which has been 
running for six years, offers spe¬ 
cialised training and a foundation 
degree in dementia care. 

Doctors, nurses and carers are put 


on accredited courses, covering every¬ 
thing from early diagnosis to develop¬ 
ing new skills for palliative care. 

According to Penny Hibberd, 
director of the centre, this kind of 
support is vital, especially for poorly 
paid carers who work outside of the 
NHS network. 

“There is a big need for carers, 
whether working in the community 
or in care homes, but many of these 
positions are taken up by people who 
left school at 16 who are not quali¬ 
fied,” she said. 

“Some care homes have in-house 
training, but what we’re trying to do 
is pair that up with accredited cours¬ 
es to make sure they are qualified in 
dementia care. 

“For nurses it is slightly different 
as they have to frequently update 
their knowledge. They would be 
expected to do training in dementia 
and they can do this through the uni¬ 
versity, 

“It is also vital for GPs to have 
training and this has been run 
through a clinic in Medway.” 

Ms Hibberd stressed that individ¬ 
ual learning is an important part of 
the course. 

“We look at how we can better the 
training. We don’t just blanket buy a 
package, but give carers the support 
they need to learn how to help people 
with dementia,” she added. 

The centre recently formed a 
partnership with Avante Care 
Homes and national charity For 
Dementia to help identify key areas 
in need of support. 


Ms Hibberd said: “Because so 
many people are getting dementia, it 
is important that medical staff and 
carers know how to treat them.” 

Around 700,000 people suffer 
with dementia in the UK. 

The two most common forms of 
the disease are Alzheimer’s and 
vascular dementia. 

The latter is affected by people’s 
lifestyles, although this is a relative¬ 
ly unknown fact, according to Ms 
Hibberd, 

She said: “If people don’t keep an 
eye on their blood pressure or have a 
bad diet or smoke they could get 
dementia. 

“People usually link smoking with 
cardiovascular problems but it can 
also lead to other conditions. 

“Medical history of strokes or heart 
problems within the family can also 
increase the risk.” 

Research has suggested there is 
no known cause for Alzheimer’s 
but some experts put it down to 
damaged and reduced blood cells 
in the brain. 

Sufferers gradually lose their men¬ 
tal functions such as memory, con¬ 
centration and thought. 

There is also a loss in the ability to 
do everyday things. 

Ms Hibberd said there are many 
challenges facing carers and practi¬ 
tioners in dealing with these patients. 

She added that the loss of many 
community services also piles on the 
pressure. 

“There is no community support 
anymore,” she said. “If you live in a 


small village you have to go out of 
town for shopping and these things 
gradually become a lot harder for 
people with dementia.”

We need action 
over grammars 

CHOOSING a secondary school is one of the 
toughest and most important decisions a 
child and their parents have to make. 

It is therefore the cause of much pain and 
frustration when youngsters are not accepted 
into their schools of choice, or - worse still - 
are asked to travel to the other side of the 
county to benefit from selective education.

We must protest to survive 

Activist Rorv Wilkinson savs 

the market solutions on offer 

at the UN climate summit will 

not help us avert disaster

I WAS there when world leaders 
and business people gathered at 
the UN climate summit in 
Copenhagen, known as COP15.1 
was not alone in failing to be 
filled with confidence. 

To the thousands who came 
from all over the world to demon¬ 
strate, it was common knowledge 
that even the most far-reaching 
proposals would fall short of 
what is necessary to prevent 
global disaster. 

Thousands will have returned 
home with a clearer understand¬ 
ing of what humanity is up 
against, as well as ideas about 
how we might better our world. 

It seemed clear to everyone out¬ 
side the Bella Centre venue, and 
to many inside, that the agenda 
was set to fail not only because it 
did not propose tough enough 
measures to curb climate change, 
but because its only proposed 
solutions were market-based. 

They rely on the trading of pol¬ 
lution, promising nothing but a 
fatal return to business as usual, 
yet freshly encumbered by a new 
strata of bureaucracy. 

Climate change is about much 
more than C02. The future of 
biological and human diversity is 
at stake, along with every econo¬ 
my and every job. Every aspect of 
our individual lifestyles and out¬ 
looks demands an overhaul to 
avoid catastrophe. 

On December 12, 100,000 took 
to the streets to demand justice. 
World leaders were urged to take 
action not only on the most cen¬ 


tral issue - cutting carbon emis¬ 
sions to minimise global temper¬ 
ature increase to 1.5 degrees - 
but also to create green jobs; safe¬ 
guarding the survival of indige¬ 
nous peoples; downscaling the 
meat industry; and increased 
freedom of migration. 

All the issues marginalised and 
excluded from the agenda were 
highlighted on the streets that 
day. Their spokespeople had no 
recourse for being heard or inte¬ 
grated into a democratic process 
of decision-making and were left 
to march the streets. 

If non-violent action ceases to 
be an effective tool for getting 
heard, already there is good rea¬ 
son for outrage. If the public right 
to protest is brought into dispute, 
there is cause for great concern. 

Only three of the nearly 1,000 
people arrested that day were 
charged. The demo on December 
14 was to call for greater freedom 
of migration for people displaced 
by climate change. The demo was 
declared a victory by many 
because no-one got arrested. 

On December 16, a demonstra¬ 
tion entitled Reclaim Power was 


held. Up to 50 delegates from the 
summit staged a mass walk-out 
in protest at the undemocratic 
and exclusive nature of the talks. 

They were to meet with demon¬ 
strators outside the Bella Centre 
and form a 'people’s assembly’, at 
which the troubles of the world 
were to be discussed by those 
usually left without a voice. 

On the day, police brutality 
ensured there was little chance of 
getting anywhere near the fence, 
let alone inside the grounds of 
the Bella Centre. Most shocking¬ 
ly, delegates attempting to leave 
the centre in protest were not 
merely prevented from doing so, 
some were beaten with trun¬ 
cheons to keep them inside. 

After 15 minutes all but 10 or 
so of the 150-strong block I was 
with had been arrested. I was 
taken to the temporary detention 
facility in the Valby district that 
had been constructed especially 
for COP15 protesters; rows of 
cages in a warehouse. To control 
any form of defiance, the police 
routinely used pepper spray and 
truncheons. At one point an offi¬ 
cer even started waving his gun. 



Copenhagen has not only 
demonstrated the unwillingness 
and inability of politicians to 
achieve workable solutions to the 
climate crisis, it has shown the 
limitations imposed on our abili¬ 
ties as citizens to prompt positive 
change. What I learned is police 
repression and violence serves 
both to radicalise and alienate. If 
they wish to proliferate a culture 
of extremism, they are going the 
right way about it. 

If more Europeans speak out 
and take action rather than 
remaining apathetic, they will 
find out what activists have long 
known: that our democracy per¬ 
mits a paper vote every few 
years, not a meaningful voice. 

They will find how severely our 
rights to protest have been erod¬ 
ed and realise, once it is already 
too late, that there is no other 
recourse for being heard.

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Back to the future, Terry 


Terry Mullard is out of touch and out of 
time (Letters, last week). 

First, if he thinks any Green wants to 
return to the past he is mistaken. 

Modem wind turbines, with contempo¬ 
rary gearing and aerodynamic design were 
certainly not available in the 17th century. 

Nor were the solar water heating units 
that can cut gas bills, or the solar panels 
that can reduce electricity bills. If every 
home, school and hospital had these, our 
long-term energy bills would be much 
lower. 

Clearly, any new investment in renew¬ 
able, safe and clean technologies and ener¬ 
gy efficiency will cost money. 

So does insulating homes to stop the 
appalling loss of life to the cold in the UK 


each winter - 36,700 deaths in 2008-09. 
The public paid for and is still paying for 
all the coal and nuclear power stations we 
have. But nuclear is not a clean or cheap 
option. Radioactive waste needs storage 
for up to 250,000 years, making it by far 
the most expensive energy option. 

A careful study of available evidence by 
one newspaper showed the real cost of 
cleaning up after the nuclear industry had 
risen to £160 billion by 2006. 

New nuclear stations would just add to 
this. We need a green industrial revolu¬ 
tion. We cannot return to the past. 

And what’s wrong with growing your 
own food? After all, more people are choos¬ 
ing to do this every year.

Stakes are far too high 

In reply to Messrs Mullard and Grainger on 
green issues (Letters, last week): firstly no- 
one is suggesting a return to the 17th centu¬ 
ry to beat climate change, just to adapt to it 
as soon as possible now and avoid letting it 
become any worse. 

This can be done, in part, by changing our 
industrial base to a renewables one to cut 
carbon emissions, and by helping people 
change their energy use through being direct¬ 
ly responsible for it and their consumption so 
as to reduce carbon footprints. 

On energy, Mr Mullard’s dislike of the look 
of wind turbines is no excuse for not having 
them. The proposed ones are mostly now off¬ 
shore anyway, the technology being improved 
all the time as well, and are not the only 
source of renewables. Expanding solar pan¬ 
elling for homes and businesses along with 
better home and office insulation, tidal and 
wave technology, etc, can all help us make the 
necessary changes. 

New nuclear is just another red herring. 

For one thing the availability of uranium, a 
fossil fuel, is diminishing rapidly - as with 
oil, gas and coal - so will become uneconomic 
to mine and transport. That Dungeness is to 
become another intermediate waste dump for 
the forseeable future is hardly a recommen¬ 
dation either. 

So we will all have to change our lifestyles 
- but is that really so bad? For instance, in 
reply to Mr Grainger, the planet could sus¬ 
tain twice the number of people if we stuck to 
having about two hectares each. 

Currently, most of the developing world 
‘exists’ on about 0.5 to one hectare per person 
(hpp) while Europe and the UK use 3-4hpp 
and the USA over 5hpp. This is surely both 
unsustainble and unfair in the extreme. 

Incidentally, Mr Grainger, for your experi¬ 
ment, I suggest you add a second bowl with 
just ice in it, then let it melt. Add this to the 
water and ice bowl you mention in your letter 
and you will see a rapid rise in ‘sea levels’. 

It is the land-based ice sheets on Greenland 


and Antarctica which if they melt, could raise 
sea levels by several metres rapidly in addi¬ 
tion to the slow rise from sea-ice - 10cm in 
the last 100 years or so. 

The dates and exact levels may be subject 
to debate, the recent Himalayan glacier 
debate notwithstanding, but why let it get 
that bad? Scientists have just revealed that 
more methane, a far worse greenhouse gas 
than C02, is being released from thawing 
Arctic and Siberian tundra due to climate 
change. Some worry about tax hikes, but 
most of those proposed by green groups, and 
now by the CEO of the Fininacial Sevices 
Industry Adair Turner, who also backs invest¬ 


ing in green technology, would be mostly on 
industries that pollute. Other wasteful taxes 
and spending - ID cards, Trident, bailing out 
banks, paying bonuses - can be switched to 
bringing in the Green New Deal to provide 
jobs, etc. If President Obama can demand the 
return of American taxpayers’ money from 
bailed out banks, why can’t we, instead of 
cuts across the board? 

Change may be difficult and threaten vest¬ 
ed interests, but the overall risk to us and our 
descendants is far greater than that, and so 
demands urgent action by us all on all social, 
economic and environmental levels.

Not only was I given time to express my 
appreciation to the sports staff but, at very 
short notice, the academy assembled the girls’ 
team and arranged a photo call, and we had a 
good talk about the value of the event with 
everyone involved. 

I have worked for 20 years as a volunteer, 
coaching rugby in both state and private 
schools as part of my duties as schools liaison 
officer for Tunbridge Wells RFC, including 
three years with Southwark primary schools. 
Together with this inner city work, my experi¬ 
ence with New Line Learning Academy has 
proved to be the highlight of my coaching 
career. This may be only a small window into 
the school’s activities and its efforts to suc¬ 
ceed, but succeed it most certainly did. 

The lesson I learned most forcibly from my 
short time with New Line Learning Academy 
and in Southwark is that, as a society, we 
ignore at our peril the need to encourage and 
give values to those who are not academic 
high-flyers or come from disadvantaged 
homes.

Loan sharks circling 

New research published by housing provider 
Circle Anglia predicting that up to 100,000 
families were forced to borrow from loan 
sharks to fund Christmas highlights the pro¬ 
found impact the economic downturn has had 
on some of the most vulnerable in our com¬ 
munities. A growing number of families, often 
without access to mainstream financial serv¬ 
ices or credit, are resorting to borrowing from 
illegal doorstep lenders. According to the 
research, an average loan of £300 taken out 
at Christmas will cost in excess of £800 to 
repay. Exorbitant levels of interest of 1,500 
per cent APR and more are not uncommon. 
We hope that by turning the spotlight on loan 
shark activity we can help more people to 
seek help and highlight the need for more 
alternative ways for people to access afford¬ 
able credit.

Slaughterhouse shock 

Last week, Animal Aid exposed in the nation¬ 
al media abject cruelties and possible illegal 
activity in yet another UK slaughterhouse, 
this time a Soil Association approved abattoir 
that should be the gold standard in the indus¬ 
try. 

Things at this abattoir were so bad that we 
had to interrupt our investigation to report 
the abuses to the Meat Hygiene Service. They 
immediately suspended three workers and 
began building a case for a prosecution. 

We filmed pigs being punched, kicked, 
slapped and hit with tongs; sheep forcibly 
thrown into the stun room; animals being 
‘stunned’ across the body, a procedure which 
doesn’t so much stun them as give them a 
massive and painful electric shock; and sheep 
being decapitated before they were dead. 

This is the third sheep and pig abattoir 
that we have filmed in recent months and it 
is the third that has shown serious problems. 

It strengthens the view that slaughter can 
never be anything other than a horrific, terri¬ 
fying ordeal. I would urge people to watch our 
footage online (www.animalaid.org.uk) and 
then kick the meat habit for good.

The week to Be Loud 

Too many people are needlessly dying from 
bowel cancer. It is the UK’s second biggest 
cancer killer, yet over 90 per cent of cases 
could be treated successfully if diagnosed 
early. That’s where screening comes in. If you 
are aged 60-69, you are eligible for the NHS 
bowel cancer screening and will receive a kit 
every two years to complete and return by 
post. 

This week (January 25-31) is Be Loud Be 
Clear week, Beating Bowel Cancer’s annual 
campaign. For 2010 the charity is urging 
everyone eligible to participate in screening. 

In addition, Beating Bowel Cancer is calling 
for an extension of the screening programme 
to include everyone aged 50-74 so more peo¬ 
ple at risk of bowel cancer have the opportu¬ 
nity to be screened and beat the disease. 

My grandfather died of bowel cancer and 
my mother is fighting the disease, so I know 
only too well how important it is to Be Loud 
about bowel cancer.

We’ve just experienced the coldest winter for 29 years and everyone has been affected. 

Our 66 road salting lorries have been battling day and night during the big freeze to keep main roads open. 
We planned well ahead and have used nearly 20,000 tonnes of salt - much more than we normally would in 
a whole winter. 

The severe weather has been exceptional and we realise this has made it difficult for people to get about, 
especially on icy pavements. We have tried to help in the treacherous conditions, together with our colleagues in local councils, the 
emergency services, volunteers and traders. 

In this supplement you will find out more about our efforts, how community groups are trying to reduce their waste, how 
we are helping local schools to save money and energy, about the attractions of one of our country parks and a delightful 
walk in the Kent countryside. 





It's a muddy marvel! 


At Shorne Woods Country Park you’ll find scores of young children from the Gravesham area taking part in a unique project 
that allows them to do what young kids do best - get dirty - and learn at the same time.The three-year, government-funded 
scheme, The Buddying Project has been running since February 2009. So far, participants, organisers and educationalists are 
impressed with the results. 


The pictures show what looks like the children playing - and they are. But this time and space 
outdoors allows them to explore and express their ideas and use their imagination. Research 
shows that developing these processes greatly increases a child’s ability to learn and develop. 
Dressed in waterproofs and wellies, the pint-sized explorers have the time of their lives looking 
for insects, climbing over logs, discovering different leaf shapes, and paddling in muddy puddles. 


Back at school, their excitement contributes to work on their social and emotional skills, as well as communication and language 
development.The children return every three weeks to discover new areas of the park and take part in different activities. 


The Buddying Project develops the Early Years Foundation Stage and is funded by the Department for Children, Schools and Families. 


Shorne Woods Country Park has many way-marked paths, Trim Trails’ exercise equipment for those looking for a more active 
experience, as well as an easy access trail and we offer regular activity days. A pay and display car park operates all year at 
Shorne Woods Country Park. Charges are Monday - Friday £ 1.70, weekends and Bank holidays £2.20.

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Keeping Kent moving 

At Kent Highway Services, we have listened to the concerns of the travelling public and have come up 
with some solutions to tackle the issues around road delays and congestion. 

We all appreciate good, well-maintained roads to drive on, with safe pavements, and we all need the gas, water, electricity and 
broadband services that run beneath them. However, repairs to keep these in good order and the maintenance and provision 
of your utility services make roadworks inevitable, which can contribute to delays to your journey. 

We’re introducing the Kent Permit Scheme, which will give us greater control over who is working on the roads and when 
they are allowed to. We are also redesigning our roadwork signs to give you more information about what’s being done to 
improve the road, and investing in technology to provide you with more information on where roadworks are in Kent, via our 
website www.kent.gov.uk/travel 


Kent Permit Scheme 


A new scheme to keep Kent moving starts this week that 
gives Kent Highway Services the power to co-ordinate and 
control roadworks far more effectively. 

In the past, a company needing to carry out work on our 
roads had to inform us of the when and where of their plans. 
Now, under the Kent Permit Scheme, by law companies must 
apply for our permission to carry out works.This gives us the 
opportunity to impose conditions on the project, such as 
doing work at the same time as other companies, where 
possible, which will reduce the need for further roadworks. 
We also have the power to co-ordinate a number of 
roadworks in a locality before granting a permit, in order 
to try to minimise the potential disruption to the 
travelling public. 

We all need reliable utilities and other services, and the 
companies that provide them need to work on the roads.We 
believe that by managing these vital works better all residents 
in Kent will benefit. 

As a result of the scheme, in the future, road users can 
expect less disruption caused by road works and better 
co-ordination and management of the works. We will monitor 
the scheme closely from the outset to ensure that road users 
get maximum benefits from the Kent Permit Scheme.

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Looking after 
our roads 
this winter 

The cold weather we have 
experienced over the last few 
weeks has affected us all, whether 
getting around by car or on foot. 

At Kent Highway Services, we do 
everything we can to keep Kent 
moving safely when there is ice and 
snow. Our 66 road-salting lorries go out continuously, day and night to 
clear the main roads, while the Highways Agency salts the motorways. 

We have 53 priority routes, covering 1,500 miles of road, about a third 
of the county’s network.These routes are salted and cleared of snow, 
keeping the major roads open. A further 48 secondary routes are 
salted when possible, and we provide crews to lay salt by hand in key 
areas such as hills, at road junctions and to fill salt bins.We also use 
local farmers on designated rural areas to clear the snow. 



Tackling the potholes - fast 


For the last six months, we have been using a new repair technique call 
‘Jetpatcher’ on our roads.Two vehicles have been working across Kent, 
repairing potholes and patching significant amount of road surface 
damage. 



During one weekend of the recent bad weather: 

► We used 6,500 tonnes of salt on Kent’s roads 

► Crews were on duty 24 hours a day salting all the main routes 

► 26 crews were out hand salting 

► Farmers were out ploughing the snow 



Looking like a formula one refuelling rig, the operator blows out the 
hole, sprays a bonding coat and then fires in the material to complete 
the job.The repaired road is opened to traffic soon after. 

This method has increased the volume of work achieved and reduced 
the time take from report to repair - last year we completed 17,500 
repairs, applying 3,220 tonnes of material on 360 roads within the 
county. 

The process is mainly used in rural locations but has already shown 
that it can be applied to heavily trafficked roads.We intend to operate 
another two machines again this year, starting in April. 

Kent’s energy 
saving traffic 
lights 

All the traffic lights in Kent have been 
replaced with money-saving, low-energy 
units. It’s taken two years to complete 
and the benefits of the new light-emitting 
diode (LED) units are: 

► Enough energy saved to run 228 
homes for a year - the size of a small village 

► Reduced energy costs of up to £150,000 a year 

► Less maintenance as the units have a life expectancy of 10 years 

► Expected environmental savings of one tonne of CO 2 per year.

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We are recycling more, wasting less 

Nine community groups in Kent have funding to support their ambitions of reducing waste and 
recycling more.They are helping the county’s waste to go down and its recycling rates go up. 

The Kent Waste Partnership, which is made up of Kent’s local councils and Kent County Council, provided over £60,000 through 
the Community Waste Action Fund to support great ideas to compost green waste, recycle drinks cans, build an igloo and bale 
up quantities of recycled paper to send to the local mill, all to benefit local communities. 

As these organisations work hard to meet their waste reduction goals, they are an inspiration to us all. If one is nearby, why not 
see what they offer and how you can support them. 

The 1st Faversham Scout Group is using its new baler for the paper they collect from local residents. It means they need 
fewer trips to the paper mill now. 

New Road Community Centre on the Isle of Sheppey is working flat out to reduce its waste to zero, using the principles of 
reduce, reuse and recycle.The centre is taking the message to the community and working with us to promote the Love Food 
Hate Waste campaign. 

If you use the church or village hall at Milstead,the Parish Council has provided compost bins for garden waste.They collect all 
their local gardening service’s green waste at the Faversham Assistance Centre too, and send it to be composted. 



If you visit the Pepenbury Community care home, cafe 
or plant nursery near Tunbridge Wells, you will see that 
residents and visitors now have recycling containers, 
compost bins and a new garden waste shredder. 


Greenhithe Community Market Garden spent their 
money on efficient composting facilities, helping them to 
produce top quality produce to sell to local residents. 




Skillnet Community Interest Company in 

Sittingbourne has bought recycling containers for their new 
community cafe,The Pulse.Their Eco-Shed has new tools to 
help them build bird boxes and other items using locally 
sourced wood waste.

The Community Waste Action Fund complements other Kent Waste Partnership projects designed to divert waste 
away from landfill.These include increasing district councils’ recycling rates, the Love Food Hate Waste programme, 
and finding better ways of managing bulky waste. 


About the 
Kent Waste 
Partnership 


The Partnership brings 
together Kent County 
Council and the 12 
district and borough 
councils in Kent. 

Its aim is to reduce the 
amount of household 
waste sent to landfill and 
increase the amount 
recycled and composted. 
In 1998 almost 90 per 
cent of all household 
waste went into landfill 
sites. We are on target to 
reduce this to just 20% 
by 2010. 

Since the ‘Love Food 
Hate Waste’ campaign 
started in November 
2007, the number of 
households in Kent 
categorised as ‘committed 
food waste reducers’ has 
doubled from 10% to 23% 
now. The aim is to raise 
this towards 30%. 

In 2008/09 Kent residents 
using council recycling 
services achieved a 
recycling rate of almost 
40%. The Partnership is 
on track to meet the 
national target of 40% for 
2010.

Deer delight at Knole

You can see wild deer running free in Knole Country Park and experience grandeur 
and stately nobility as you stroll past the splendid manor house and through the wild 
parkland where the estate’s deer forage. 
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► Henry VIII liked Knole so much that he persuaded Thomas Cranmer, Archbishop of Canterbury, to give it to him in 1538. 

► The 17th century diarist John Evelyn was depressed by the greyness of this “greate old fashion’d house” and went 
outside to escape into the sunshine. 

► Knole deer park, which covers 1,000 acres, is a Site of Special Scientific Interest. It is the only medieval deer park in Kent 
and one of only a few that has survived the past 500 years. In the 16th century there were 700 in England. 

► Knole is the birthplace of the novelist, poet and gardener Vita Sackvilie-West. She wrote of the great house: “It has the 
tone of England; it melts into the green of the garden turf, into the tawnier green of the park beyond, into the blue of 
the pale English sky.” 

► The Sackville family gave Knole to the National Trust in 1946 with an endowment for its maintenance. 


The route straddles the Greensand Way, which runs 108 miles from Haslemere in Surrey to Hamstreet in Kent.The section in 
Knole Park offers some spectacular sights and is a taster for the attractions of the whole route. 


From the Leisure Centre follow the steep path through the metal gate into Knole Park. A stone icehouse that once served the 
main residence is visible on your right as you head up the slope and bear off to the right to walk in front of Knole’s impressive 
facade.Wrought-iron gates in the walls offer views into the estate’s gardens. Knole has always been known for its gardens. 
Archbishop Bourchier established a lavender garden and a small orchard near the house more than 500 years ago. 


Leave the walls behind and cross the closely cropped grass into the open woodland. Hawthorn, oak, yew, hornbeam, silver birch, 
maple and ash trees abound here, varieties that once dominated the Weald. 


On this walk on one of the popular circular routes in the park, you will enjoy views across 
Kent’s North Downs and appreciate the season and wildlife. 
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The flocks of parakeets that make their 
noisy way overhead are recent additions 
to the park, which has changed very little 
since the early 17th century.While many 
landowners set about designing and 
landscaping their parks, Knole was 
virtually untouched except for the 
planting of new avenues of broad-leaved 
trees to replace some of the old 
coppiced woodlands. 

The National Trust tearooms are in a 
stone courtyard behind the main house. 
They offer a warm welcome and a short 
break before rejoining the path across 
the grass to return to the car park. 

This is one of eight circular walks 
featured in the Greensand Way 
1 guidebook that is available in all good 
book shops.

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Helping schools save money and go green 

We are helping schools to manage the amount of energy, water and resources they use 
more efficiently.This will help to reduce the school’s financial costs and benefit the wider 
environment by reducing harmful emissions and preserving non-renewable resources. 



The Carbon Trust estimates schools can reduce their energy bills by 10-20 per cent by being 
more energy efficient. Kent County Council’s Energy Team works with schools to do this, 
and helps them raise the money they need to invest in the technology to save money and 
reduce the school’s carbon footprint, for example by taking out an interest-free grant from 
the Energy and Water Investment Fund. 


The first school to take out a 
loan was Mascalls School in 
Paddock Wood in 2006. They 
used it to buy new energy 
saving heating controls, and 
automatic lighting controls in a 
series of improvements that 
the school made.They 
achieved excellent 
environmental performance by 
paying attention to the simple 
things any organisation can do 
to reduce the school’s carbon 
footprint, as well as the bigger 
one-off projects. 



It is striking how well consideration of the environment and reducing waste is now part of 
this school’s culture. It buys sustainably produced or recycled materials, like paper, uses low 
energy light bulbs and recycles printer inkjet cartridges. 


Environmental awareness among students and staff is encouraged. A‘real-time’ display in the 
school reception shows how much energy is being used and how much is generated from 
the solar panels and wind turbine.The school also uses its citizenship curriculum to teach 
students why it is important to save precious energy and water.

HINDSIGHT’S a wonderful thing, 
so we all now agree that we saw 
the storm warnings of recession a 
long way off. 

Yet we ignored them and carried on ‘whack¬ 
ing the plastic’, filling our homes with cheap 
Chinese imports - we call it ‘oh, more landfill’ 
in our house - and buying silly cars. 

The silliest were 4x4s, a class of car that got 
out of hand. 

Don’t blame the carmakers; they simply 
gave the public what it wanted and was will¬ 
ing to pay handsomely for - often by adding 
tens of thousands to self-certified mortgages. 

But it was bonkers to be buying such mon¬ 
sters to swank around in when rarely venturing 
into the rural wilds or onto building sites and, 
as I so often commented, the driving experience 
was poor - and that’s not hindsight. 

One mother proudly told me she bought her 
SWAT team lookalike to ensure her children 
would be safe, sniffing contemptuously at me 
when I hoped sincerely that she never had a 
head-on meeting with her counterpart in a 10- 
year-old Ford Fiesta. 

So, where are we now? Well, our own 
Tunbridge Wells could still be England’s 4x4 
capital with more ‘Chelsea Tractors’ per head 
than that swanky London enclave itself, but 
sales of new 4x4s have nosedived, with SUV 
(sports utility vehicle) beauty pageant variants 
increasingly displaced by ‘crossovers’ like the 
excellent Nissan Qashqai - a car with the high

driving position of a 4x4-cum-MPV, but usually 
selling with economical front-wheel drive only. 

This trend seems set to continue, leaving the 
once booming pre-recession 4x4 sector domi¬ 
nated by an elite top-end split between the 
seriously capable - such as the evergreen 
Land Rover Defender - and the capable yet 
luxurious, such as the Mercedes-Benz M-Class 
tested here. 

In truth, many buyers will never take the big 
Merc off-road and nor did I, but there is now a 


rugged reassurance about this car that is far 
from the flaky feel of the first generation model. 

It’s not the kind of car I can ever really rave 
about though, being too bulky and feeling top- 
heavy on the comers. 


In the current economic and ecologic cli¬ 
mates the big petrol and AMG versions are 
pretty crass too, insulting those Third World 
islanders now sloshing around in their homes 
as sea levels rise.

Despite its height, the Merc offers good ride 
quality, decent handling, excellent grip and 
excellent motorway manners and our ML280 
CDI SE test car - now superseded by the 
£40,165 ML350 CDI BlueEfficiency entry 
model - was fitted with the ‘Airmatic Package’ 
(£1,300) allowing suspension and ride to adjust 
automatically to driving conditions according 


to three settings: sport, normal and comfort. 

‘Sport’ tightens everything up, but you would 
rarely use it instead of the ‘normal’ default, 
while ‘comfort’ reduces the burly M-Class to a 
quivering blancmange really only useful when 
straight line cruising with a load on. 

The standard seven-speed auto transmis¬ 
sion is impressive, changing gear seamlessly 
in ‘Drive’ though you can also pilot the car 
using the tidy manual selection. 

As I said earlier, this M-Class has more of 


the rock-solid build you would expect from 
the German marque and the cabin underlines 
the point; it is logical and well-made in current 
house style and the seating is excellent - 
the Artico’ man-made leather being particu¬ 
larly convincing and more durable than the 
real thing. 

Three can be properly seated across the back 
too, ahead of a huge boot which can be further 
extended by variously or completely folding 
the 60/40 split rear seats.

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‘Get to grips with snow’

BUSINESSES across Kent have 
emerged from the most severe win¬ 
ter weather experienced for years. 

And though the county’s share of the cost 
will take time to assess, it is already estimat¬ 
ed the snow lost the UK’s beleaguered econo¬ 
my at least £1.2 billion in wages and sales. 

Many smaller firms simply could not cope 
due to stranded staff and lost deliveries and 
custom, according to the Association of 
Accounting Technicians (AAT), though 
spokesman Tom Kelman said they simply 
failed to plan for the conditions and had to 
shape up fast - more bad weather is expected. 

Loss or absence of staff is a major threat to 
smaller concerns because they rely on a few 
workers. Research shows 80 per cent of small 
firms facing prolonged disruption either never 
reopen or go out of business within 18 months. 

AAT suggests considering 'key person insur¬ 
ance’ to cover the absence of essential staff, but 
also checking that key workers can access 
each other’s files, so colleagues can deal with 
the work in their absence. Computers should 
be networked for easy sharing of data and 
diaries. 

If working from home is an option, put sys¬ 
tems in place to allow staff to access email and 
voicemail and consider a system allowing 
short-term help via recruitment agencies. All 
of these should be backed by a continuity plan 
to map out recovery after disruption. 

Effective working from home using new 
technology may have been one of the few posi¬ 
tives from the big freeze though, says IT com¬ 
pany Outsourcery, which claimed a 20 per cent 
rise in inquiries over the snowy period and 


particularly from smaller companies looking 
for services such as instant messaging, voice 
and video confer¬ 
encing and docu¬ 
ment sharing to 
network staff even 
when stranded in 
the wrong place or 
at home. 

Outsourcery had 
to shut its own 
offices in London 
and elsewhere, but 
Robert Kingdom claims to have been 


unaffected operationally by the weather. 

Joint chief executive Piers Linney said: “The 
cold snap will only further underline how 
being able to connect with colleagues whenev¬ 
er and wherever they are means an increase 
in productivity company-wide.” 

Meanwhile, after Kent Police warnings not 
to travel unless absolutely necessary came 
business advice along the same lines from 
fleet management company Masterlease. 

Recognising that people will chance driving 
to work because they fear for their jobs, 
Masterlease spokesman Robert Kingdom said 
it is then up bosses to say ‘no’ to driving in con¬ 


ditions when stopping distances may be 10 
times longer. 

“It is the responsibility of the employer and 
HR department to ensure workers are not tak¬ 
ing unnecessary risks,” he said. “More than 
ever, with the introduction and enforcement of 
the Corporate Manslaughter Act, businesses 
have to take a front seat when it comes to 
ensuring the safety of their drivers.” 

If driving is possible and necessary, busi¬ 
nesses must ensure drivers use all accepted 
advice on driving in slippery conditions, but 
also de-ice vehicles 

properly before setting 
out, allow more breaks 
and time between 

appointments or deliv¬ 
eries, and carry food 
supplies, clothing and 
blankets in case they 
are stranded. 

Once the bad weather 
is over, there is still 
work to be done accord¬ 
ing to Richard Metcalfe 
of Hadlow-based sur¬ 
veyors Metcalfe Stanley 
Hicks. Apart from burst 
pipes and broken gut¬ 
tering, businesses may find pre-existing 
cracks in brickwork and glass made worse or 
shattered by fluctuating temperatures. 

The latter problems highlight the wisdom of 
a Planned Maintenance Programme (PMP) to 
schedule and budget for essential upkeep over 
a fixed period, he said, adding: “Although 
severe weather can always cause unexpected 
problems, those who have followed a PMP are 
more likely to find their buildings emerge rel¬ 
atively unscathed as faults will have been 
repaired before ice and snow have a chance to 
exacerbate them.”

THIS week I would like to highlight 
some interesting issues with respect to 
critical illness cover. 

You may or may not know that it is 
possible to pay for insurance that will 
pay out a lump sum if you are diagnosed 
as having a critical illness. 

There are various illnesses that qualify 
for a pay-out and some that don’t and 
the Association of British Insurers has 
been lobbying hard to make sure all 
insurers use standard definitions. 

Without standard definitions and 
accepted practice these types of policies 
can be hugely confusing for the policy¬ 
holder 

For instance, some companies will pay 
out on diagnosis of cancer The policy 
provisions may stipulate that this means 
on “diagnosis of a malignant tumour 
characterised by uncontrolled growth of 
malignant cells and invasion of tissue”. 

Most critical illness policies nowadays 
are designed to cover only the more 
severe forms of cancer, so some non-inva- 
sive cancers, or those diagnosed early 
that have not spread, may not be cov¬ 
ered. 

As with any insurance policy, you must 
look at the fine print and understand 
what you are - and are not - covered for. 

Having said ‘buyer beware’, I must 
acknowledge the huge benefit these poli¬ 
cies bring to those who have an accept¬ 
able claim. 

When shocked by a health diagnosis 
and possibly unable to work due to treat¬ 
ment, to not have to worry about finance 
is a huge relief. 

In 2008 the insurer in question paid 
out on 92.8 per cent of the critical illness 
claims they received, and almost 50 per 
cent of these were for a cancer claim, 
with 56 per cent women and 44 per cent 
men. The average age was 46. 

Some of these policies can be expensive 
and if you have existing health concerns 
may not be easy to put in place, but any¬ 
one with commitments who is not sure 
they have enough cover and protection in 
place for their family should at least be 
aware these policies exist.

Soaring farmland values 
only outstripped by gold

FARMLAND prices ended the 
decade on a record high, appearing 
to bear out predictions of a new 
agricultural boom. 

Values far exceeded growth of those for 
prime housing, rising nearly 6.8 per cent in 
2009 across the country, with a three per cent 
hike in the last three months. 

The average price of farmland - defined as 
bare agricultural land without homes or build¬ 
ings - is now £5,123/acre, exceeding the previ¬ 
ous peak of £5,100/acre in the second quarter 
of 2008. 

More significantly, according to the Knight 
Frank Farmland Market Index, farmland 
prices soared by 164 per cent during the 
Noughties against 37 per cent for prime coun¬ 
try houses and 113 per cent for their equiva¬ 
lent in central London. 

Investing 

The wisdom of investing in this sector was 
further underlined by the 22 per cent drop in 
the value of the FTSE 100 share index over 
the same period. 

However, Knight Frank admits that short¬ 
age of supply is helping to fuel the dramatic 
boom, which is not only expected to continue 
over the next decade but may see values dou¬ 
ble again. 

Reviewing the past 10 years, Knight Frank’s 
head of rural land research, Andrew Shirley, 
said: “Of the major asset classes, only gold - 
the ultimate safe haven for investors in diffi¬ 
cult times - has managed a stronger perform¬ 
ance, with a 300 per cent hike in its value over 
the decade.” 

He confirmed that supply was fuelling the 
trend: “Ten years ago 226,000 acres of farm¬ 
land were sold in England alone. 

“Last year, under 150,000 acres were adver¬ 
tised publicly across Britain, about 30 per cent 
fewer than in 2008. 

“A significant increase in sales during 2010 
is not expected as the majority of owners hold 
land as a long-term investment and currently 
have little incentive to sell. 

“This dwindling supply of land is being

fought over by a large number of potential 
buyers that shows no sign of abating. 

“Commercial UK farmers remain the largest 
source of buyers, although their 47 per cent 
share of the market was down about eight per 
cent on the previous quarter, possibly because 
of lower commodity prices. 

“Lifestyle purchasers looking for attractive 
residential farms were involved in a quarter of 
sales. 

“As the world population grows, eating 
habits change and more and more farmland is 
lost to development and degradation, the 
investment rationale behind farmland will 
remain strong. 

“Even the Labour Government, not tradi¬ 


tionally perceived as having close links with 
agriculture, has now recognised that food 
security is an issue the UK has to face.” 

However, he warned that there might be 
inconsistencies within the seemingly relent¬ 
less price rises. 

“Large blocks of productive land, which can 
already fetch well over £6,000/acre, will lead 
the way, but as credit conditions begin to ease, 
smaller blocks of amenity land will prove 
increasingly popular once more with lifestyle 
buyers,” he said. 

“Less productive parcels of land with limited 
amenity value will not achieve such good 
prices unless there is interest from neighbour¬ 
ing farmers.” 


Science’s kev role in farming 


SCIENTISTS and researchers have had the 
creation of food security at the top of the 
agenda for some time, writes Hadlow College’s 
Pat Crawford. 

And the key statement of the influential 
Oxford Farming Conference was “only greater 
agricultural science co-operation will deliver 
production and sustainability gains”. 

Whereas research into boosting crop pro¬ 
duction was once science’s most important 
contribution to agriculture, plant breeding is 
seen as the most vital in the future, with GM 
production having a significant role. 

Soil and water management techniques and 
prevention and control of animal diseases are 
now important too, with animal genetics, wel¬ 
fare and nutrition also seen as key areas for 
new research. 

An estimated £350 million is spent on 
research annually, mainly by the Government, 
with the agricultural supply industry the next 
big spender and farmers themselves also 
contributing. 

The conference also showed farmers want 
science to be applied more and made simpler 
to understand, so they can learn how to 


achieve optimum value. At present, many 
glean knowledge from the press, possibly 
because updates are presented so they can 
be easily understood by non-scientists. 

Secretary of State for Environment, Food 
and Rural Affairs, Hilary Benn, told conference 
delegates: “It’s only in the last few decades 
that we have felt able to take the supply of 
food for granted - but the truth is now appar¬ 
ent - we cannot take it for granted any more.” 

Most scientists agree that shortages will be 
universal and famine will increase around the 
globe, but farmers and growers in Kent are 
able to build production, providing we support 
them. 

Hadlow’s finance director Mark Lumsdon- 
Taylor said after the conference: “It is increas¬ 
ingly important to support the rural sector with 
sustained investment that takes account of 
organisations that can make a fundamental 
change, and to invest in the right technologies 
to help and support rural industries. 

“Research in the right areas is a crucial fac¬ 
tor and it is impossible to overstate the impor¬ 
tance of awakening and developing young 
people’s interest in careers in the sector.” 
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Auction website 
opens up used 
car sales world 


MOTOR dealers have increasingly found 
themselves rubbing shoulders with ‘ordi¬ 
nary punters’ at car auctions. 

They may also have grown more exasper¬ 
ated when these confident private buyers 
outbid them, especially with used car val¬ 
ues firming up over the past year. 

But the trade might now feel its once- 
profitable position as middleman between 
auction and retail forecourt is under even 
greater threat now that private buyers can 
research buying a car via their laptop. 

It has been made possible by the biggest 
player in the motor auction market, British 
Car Auctions (BCA), which has 21 sites 
across the UK, including at Paddock Wood. 

With about 13,000 vehicles for sale at any 
one time, the new BCA website helps used- 
car buyers find the exact car they want to 
buy via a free-to-use online stock locator 
called Auction View. 

“Our website takes all the legwork out of 
finding a used car,” said BCA’s Tim Naylor. 

“Just enter the type of vehicle you’re look¬ 
ing for - from make, model and body type, 
through to fuel, transmission, age and 
mileage. 

“Auction View can search by location or 
nationwide to find out when and where the 
car you want is being offered for sale. It 
makes planning a day at the auctions much 
simpler.” 

A list of vehicles meeting the search crite¬ 
ria is automatically provided. The searcher 
can then check each vehicle in more detail, 
including colour, service history and acces¬ 
sories, age and mileage and digital images. 

“And there’s even a jargon-buster to help 
people understand trade terminology as 
well as to know what to look for when they 
come to a sale,” added Mr Naylor.

NEW Year changes back to the old 17.5 per 
cent VAT rate have preoccupied businesses 
so much that they may be unaware of how 
their foreign trading may be affected by 
other new VAT practices.

‘Regional airports 
provide uplift for 
local economies’

MANAGERS at Lydd Airport say a new report supports their case 
that a multi-million-pound investment will help generate substantial 
and long-lasting benefits for the Romney Marsh area, writes business 
editor Steve Loader. 

Lydd has applied for permission to build a 294-metre runway extension, plus a 150-metre 
starter apron and a terminal capable of handling up to 500,000 passengers a year. 

Shepway District Council will vote on the controversial plans on March 3, but airport chiefs 
are clearly heartened by a report commissioned by the Airport Operators’ Association, on the 
eve of a general election when the aviation debate is expected to 
intensify. The report shows Britain’s aviation sector generated 
£8.8 billion of economic output in 2007-08, contributed £4.8bn in 
taxes and employed 141,000 people directly, with a further 93,000 
in the supply chain. 

The report maintains that a busy regional airport has positive 
impact on the surrounding area through trade, investment and 
‘connectivity’ - reduced travel times and greater choice of desti¬ 
nations and markets. 

Lydd Airport managing director Jonathan Gordon said: “A 
thriving airport acts as a real driver for development and econom¬ 
ic prosperity, as it draws in a range of businesses keen to locate to 
a regional aviation hub. 

“In recent years we have seen numerous examples where 
investment in developing regional airports has had a hugely pos¬ 
itive impact on the local economy and that is our vision for Lydd.” 

Michael Dowds, a former senior airport manager with the 
British Airports Authority (BAA) and now with the Drivers Jonas 
LLP consultancy advising Lydd Airport, said: “I have first-hand 
experience of how regional airports attract well-paid, long-term 
jobs to an area with massive spin-off benefits for the local supply 
chain. 

“Lydd has the potential to do the same for this comer of Kent 
and East Sussex. We hope Shepway District Council will recog¬ 
nise this and follow the lead of other local authorities in the UK 
regions by supporting Lydd’s proposals.” 


Leisure site scores with new loan 


PLANS to develop a Gravesend community leisure site 
have been boosted by a £190,000 business loan. 

Fleet Leisure and Sports Club needs the money for 
expansion with four new five-a-side football pitches and a 
seven-a-side pitch, with floodlights and the latest genera¬ 
tion artificial turf, due for completion in March. 

The 11-acre site in Nelson Road already includes a 
members’ bar and function hall, a bowling green, five foot¬ 
ball pitches, changing rooms and a multi-purpose hall. 

The club was set up to provide high quality sports, 
leisure and entertainment facilities for the local commu¬ 
nity and secured the loan from long-term banking part¬ 
ner, Lloyds TSB Commercial. 

The bank also arranged a £275,000 loan to the buy the 
club site from Kimberley Clark in 2005, supplementing a 



Government grant and council funding. 

The business has an annual turnover of £500,000 and 
employs 20 people - with three more jobs being created 
by the latest works.

CONSTRUCTION apprentices across 
Kent who lost their positions through 
employers cutting back in the recession 
have been thrown a lifeline, writes busi¬ 
ness editor Steve Loader : 

ConstructionSkills, the Government-sponsored Sector 
Skills Council, has extended a scheme so more employers 
across Kent can now receive a £1,000 grant to take on 
apprentices hit by the chronic downturn in a key sector 
of the economy. 

Scheme organisers say they now need employers to 
come forward urgently to claim the cash and help young¬ 
sters re-start stalled careers. 

ConstructionSkills South East apprenticeship manag¬ 
er Robbie Beecher said: 

“We’re thrilled to be able to 
open up this offer to a far 
wider audience. 

“The Apprenticeship 
Matching Service team has 
already found new place¬ 
ments for over a third of 
apprentices that have been 
laid off and there are more 
we can help, but we really 
do need the support of 
employers. 

“We understand employ¬ 
ers are having a tough time 
at the moment and that tak¬ 
ing on new staff might not 
be seen as a plausible option 
financially. 

“However, I’d stress that 
apprentices add significant value to a business and its 
bottom line, through their determination, hard work, 
enthusiasm and loyalty 

“This is especially the case for displaced apprentices as 
they have received some learning and will possess a cer¬ 
tain degree of on-site competency already. 

“The money is there and we want employers to access 
it. Taking on an apprentice could be the best investment 
they make in 2010.” 


ConstructionSkills launched the matching service last 
year to help construction employers retain apprentices or 
match displaced apprentices with other employers in the 
area. The construction sector generates eight per cent of 
UK GDP, with a turnover of more than £210 billion a 
year. 

Originally, only employers who had taken on an 
apprentice in the last 12 months of their training could 
receive the £1,000 grant, but funding has now been 
extended to include all apprentices who have: 

• Completed college induction training; 

• Registered for their framework with the Construction 
Awards Alliance or other approved body; 

• Completed a period of site training to allow collection of 
work-based evidence. 

Stephen Warman, of Chippie Contracts carpentry and 
joinery, Folkestone, reckons 
his firm has benefited from 
the scheme. 

He said: “We recently took 
on carpentry apprentice 
Michael Jones, from 
Broadstairs. He only had a 
year of his studies to com¬ 
plete and I was really 
impressed with his feel for 
the industry and his trade, 
based on the training he’d 
already had. 

“We have consistently 
taken on apprentices 
through ConstructionSkills 
over the past 10 years and 
we were able to help 
Michael in particular, as his 
previous employer was actually working on the same 
building site we currently work on. 

The funding is useful and Michael is proving an asset 
to the business.” 

The Apprenticeship Matching Service offers a broad 
range of support services to help businesses retain 
apprentices through the downturn, including mentoring 
for apprentices, advice for employers about available sup¬ 
port, and help with paperwork.

food and drink quality is what really counts 
when they are shopping or dining out.” 

Now the top three shortlisted companies in 
each category face an agonising wait while 
expert judges, mystery shoppers and mystery 
diners select the 12 ultimate winners. 


■ MOST entrepreneurs expect their 
UK business to make more money in 
2010, but one in 10 plan to move abroad 
due to the country’s current tax and regu¬ 
lation regime. 

These were two sides of research by 
Investec Specialist Private Bank, which 
interviewed business people running one 
or more businesses with an annual 
turnover of at least £1 million. 

Despite the buoyancy most expected this 
year - only four per cent say turnover will 
fall - few (five per cent) expect it will be 
easy to borrow to boost their businesses 
and 25 per cent say lack of access to funds 
will limit their business growth. 

Bank loans will be sought by 59 per cent 
nevertheless, even though others reported 
dissatisfaction with banks over the past 
year: only 36 per cent of these felt the 
terms and conditions they were offered 
were fair and 32 per cent claimed their 
banks were now charging more interest 
despite historically low base rates. 

Dissatisfaction with the Government 
was also clear, with only 17 per cent say¬ 
ing UK taxes and legislation make it 
attractive to launch a new business here. 

■ BUILDING contracts in the three 
months to November, 2009, rose 
one per cent compared with the pre¬ 
vious three-month period and were 
also four per cent better than at the 
same point in 2008. 

Nevertheless, orders in the 12 
months to November, 2009, fell 14 per 
cent against their equivalent period 
to November, 2008.

Hockey and cricket go hand in 
hand, savs England batting ace

WHAT do Dennis Compton, Ian 
Botham and Geoff Hurst all have 
in common with Kent’s Susie 
Rowe? 

All four are members of an exclusive club 
who have risen up the ranks to compete at 
a high level in more than one sport. 

In previous eras when sport was less com¬ 
mercially driven, the achievement was not 
unheard of, with talented athletes often 
able to focus on one discipline in the sum¬ 
mer and another in the winter. 

But the modem demands of professional 
sport are significantly higher, which makes 
Rowe’s feats with the Kent women’s cricket 
team and Canterbury ladies’ hockey, all the 
more impressive. 

The 22-year-old admits it can be a logisti¬ 
cal nightmare to juggle the demands of two 
sports, but contrary to popular belief, main¬ 
tains they have complemented each other. 

“It’s really hard and I do wonder some¬ 
times if I would’ve been better off choosing 
just one,” she said. “All the time growing 
up people told me I had to pick one, but I 
love both sports and I don’t want to give 
them up. 

“I think hockey has been really good for 
my cricket game. The England manage¬ 
ment are supportive for fit¬ 
ness reasons and helped with 
me being an athlete in the 
field. Likewise with the hock¬ 
ey, playing cricket helps me 
with aerial balls and bounc¬ 
ing balls.” 

Growing up in south east 
London, Rowe’s natural tal¬ 
ent saw her selected at coun¬ 
ty level for both sports. 

Hockey initially took prece¬ 
dence and while at Langley 
Park School in Beckenham, 
she earned call-ups for the 
England under-16 and under- 
18 squads. 

A scholarship to the University of 
Maryland followed and Rowe went on to fig¬ 
ure in the England under-21 side. Joining 
Canterbury ladies on her return just over a

year ago, Rowe has become 
an established player in the 
Premier Division side. 

Ambitions of breaking 
into the senior England side 
remain, but in the last few 
months cricket has become 
the better bet for full inter¬ 
national honours. 

Forcing her way into the 
reckoning for the Kent women’s side, 
Rowe was part of the successful line-up 
which won the County Championship 
last season. 


Playing alongside Charlotte Edwards, 
captain of the all-conquering England 
side, Rowe is now focused on claiming a 
place in the national team. 

She said: “I love playing for Kent. We’re 
very successful and Charlotte Edwards is 
a fantastic captain and role model to me. 

“I really enjoy playing alongside her and 
people like Lydia Greenway, they’ve 
helped me a lot.

Her performances have so far earned her 
a place in the England Academy squad 
and the next big date in Rowe’s already 
crowded diary is a potential place in the 
tour to India in March.

SCOTT ‘The Gent’ Woolford gets the chance 
to gatecrash the upper echelons of the nation¬ 
als rankings if he beats former British 
welterweight champion Young Mutley in 
Nottingham next month.

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A LACK of sponsorship has 
forced British superbike’s most 
successful team out of the sport. 

GSE Racing, a team established by Kent 
businessman Darrell Healey, have been at 
the top of the sport for the last 10 years, 
winning a record five British titles. 

After title sponsor Airwaves ended a five- 
year-deal at the conclusion of last season, 
the team set themselves a deadline to find 
a sponsor, but have failed in their efforts 
which leaves them facing the prospect of at 
least a year or more on the sidelines. 

The team, based in Ashford, has helped 
produce a number of the world’s most 
renowned riders, including three-time 
world champion Troy Bayliss, together 
with British title winners Shane Byrne,

from Sheppey, and Ashford’s Leon Camier. 

Last year the team experienced their 
most successful season in the British 
championship after securing 23 wins from 
26 races, enough to earn them the team 
and riders’ title. 

Substantial 

Team owner Healey admitted he was dis¬ 
appointed not to be racing this year, but 
refused to rule out a possible return to the 
championship in 2011. 

He said: “We’ve had a couple of offers, but 
nothing substantial has materialised, so 
we are to withdraw from the 2010 British 
Superbike Championship. We would like to 


come back in 2011, but it would all depend 
on the economic climate and if we can find 
sponsors. I suppose you could say the team 
is dormant at the moment, but we would 
like to stay involved in motorcycle racing. 

“It’s a massive shame because before 
Christmas we had to let all but two of the 
team members go and some of these people 
had been with us for several years.” 

Former employee, and reigning British 
champion Leon Camier, believes GSE’s 
departure is a massive loss for the sport. 

He said: “There are a few top teams and 
they are one of them, so to lose them is a 
big blow. They are the most successful 
team and hold pretty much all the records. 

“I don’t know what the exact stats are, 
but a lot of riders have gone on to become 
world champion after racing with them.”

NATALIE Seymour played an unfamiliar role 
as a regular goalscorer to help England’s 
women win promotion at the EuroHockey 
Indoor Nations Challenge last weekend.

The 22-year-old was named player of the 
tournament after England finished top 
thanks to a 6-2 win against Sweden in their 
final game. 

The result ensured they will compete in 
the top-flight in 2011 and also booked a 
return to Poznan in February next year for 
their first ever qualification to the Indoor 
World Cup. 


Teams gear up for promotion and relegation 
battles as business end of season approaches

AS THE rugby season enters a crucial phase, 
chairmen across the county turn their 
thoughts to promotion and relegation as the 
league tables start to take real shape, writes 
Steve Tervet. 

For some Kent clubs, taking a step up would 
signify the reward for years of hard work, 
but for others, the prospect of promotion is a 
burden too heavy to bear. 

Kent provides eight of the 14 teams that 
make up London 1 South, but the county has 
no representatives in National 3 London & 
South East, the division which links regional 
and national rugby. 

The league title is out of reach for Thanet 
Wanderers this season, but another year at 
step six is far from a disappointment for the 
Broadstairs-based club. 

In addition to meeting the playing standards 
at step five, promotion would mean round-trips 
of more than 250 miles to Diss, Portsmouth 
and Basingstoke - and Wanderers vice-chair¬ 
man Simon Kemp has his reservations. 

“It’s something we’ve thought about quite a 
lot and I don’t think we’d be ready to do it in 
terms of finance,” he said. 

“Thanet Wanderers suffers because of its geo¬ 


graphical position - our players play for fun and 
we can’t force them to travel vast distances.” 

The two sides set to scrap it out for the 
London 1 South crown, Gravesend and Dover, 
are both prepared for life in the league above, 
but acknowledge the challenges ahead should 
they prevail. 

Gravesend president Rodney Bardell said: “I 


think a club of our size will manage, although 
it’s always a concern. 

“If we went up to the league beyond that 
[National 2 South], it would be really hard.” 

Dover’s meteoric rise has seen them 
promoted in five of the last seven seasons and 
chairman Richard Catt says they will take a 
sixth in their stride. 


“We would just have to deal with the cost of 
travelling,” he said. 

“There are clubs in our league who remuner¬ 
ate players, but that’s not something we 
enter into. We’re open with the players, 
they know we’re not cash rich and when the 
recession bites again we have less to lose than 
other clubs.” 
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Boss freshens sauad as league status becomes priority

GILLINGHAM made a concerted 
move in the transfer window this 
week, making three signings to 
freshen up a squad which manag¬ 
er Mark Stimson felt had got too 
comfortable. 

The club moved swiftly following a costly 
FA Cup defeat at Accrington Stanley, bring¬ 
ing in Rene Howe, Tristan Plummer and 
Darren Dennehy on loan. 

Stanley may have been the low point of 
the season so far, but league form has also 
suffered and depending on yesterday’s 
results, the Gills could be in the bottom four 
for the first time this campaign. 

Stimson is desperate to avoid relegation 
and is hopeful adding new blood will stimu¬ 
late a response from the whole squad, whose 
effort he has criticised in recent weeks. 

He said: “I’m delighted we’ve got three 
because it’s only going to help us. We need to 
make sure we’re picking up some points to 
stay in this division. We all put so much 
effort in last year to get here, we don’t 
want to be here for one season, we want to 
be here for a long time and progress.” 

Permanent 

The best known of the three new faces is 
Howe, who Stimson tried to buy from 
Peterborough 18 months ago. 

A regular scorer, if not prolific, in his career 
so far, the striker arrives determined to 
impress and earn a permanent move to end 
an unhappy spell at London Road, raising 
the possibility of turning the loan move into 
a longer deal. 

“I need to play. I want to do well for this 
club and if I do that I’m doing well for myself, 
that’s all I’m here for,” he said. 

“[Peterborough] don’t like me and I’m not 
interested in being there, I want to be some¬ 
where I’m wanted. 

“Maybe [it could be permanent] if the talk 
is right and I’ve done my stuff on the pitch 
and the gaffer wants it, then yeah.” 

The other two signings have yet to prove 
themselves in league football, with only lim¬ 
ited experience so far. 

Tristan Plummer and Darren Dennehy are 
gambles, but Stimson pointed out Matt Fry 
had no league experience before going on to 
impress earlier this season.

Chairman refutes ‘sneaky’ II Daish’s persistence pays 
claim over ineligible player II off as Ashikodi joins Fleet 


MAIDSTONE United will find out tomorrow 
if they will be allowed back into the FA 
Trophy after Histon fielded an ineligible play¬ 
er in Tuesday’s first round tie between the 
two sides, writes Tom Howard. 

The tie finally went ahead this 
week following six postpone¬ 
ments, with the Cambridgeshire 
side winning 3-0. 

Controversy arose after the 
game due to Histon’s inclusion 
of Jack Werndly, who had 
signed on loan from West Ham 
after the December 11 competi¬ 
tion deadline.

Wemdl/s ineligibility before the game, insist¬ 
ing the Stones discovered the breach of rules 
after checking with the FA. 

He said: “I received the team sheet at 
10.40pm after the game on 
Tuesday and noticed the play¬ 
er’s name, so I called the regis¬ 
tration people at the FA the fol¬ 
lowing morning to check and 
they told me he was ineligible. 

“Being sneaky had nothing to 
do with it. I have plenty to do 
surrounding this club, especially 
on match days. I was just doing 
my job as acting secretary and 
making sure the game is being 
played by the rules. I even had to 
phone the FA to find out if Peter 
Hawkins and James Peacock 
were able to play or not.” 

The hearing will determine 
which club makes the trip to play Salisbury 
City in the second round next Saturday. 

It is unclear whether the £5,000 in prize 
money would be awarded to the Stones if 
Histon are excluded from the competition.

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Commonwealth Ga¬ 
mes in Delhi later this 
year provides our athletes 
with a chance to experi- 
competing in the 
last major championships 
before the Olympics 
arrive in London in 2012. 

It therefore upsets me to hear 
that some people have already made 
public their concerns about competing. 

I understand the fears some athletes may 
have about travelling to India after the ter¬ 
rorist attacks there in the last few years, 
but I think it’s far too early for any athlete 
to say they are not going to take part in the 
Commonwealth Games. 

You don’t know what is going to happen in 
the course of a year. 

If an athlete was to get injured before the 
summer and their season is delayed, the 
Games in Delhi may be their last chance of 
salvaging something from the season. 

If that’s the case, then they have shot 
themselves in the foot by saying at this 
early stage they are not going to compete. 

Why do that, and what’s the point of put¬ 
ting that in the public domain? I don’t think 
it should be written off so quickly. 

I look back at my experience of the 
Commonwealths and remember what they 
did for me. The 1998 Games in Kuala 
Lumpur gave me an opportunity to com¬ 
pete, but if they were not so late in the year, 
as they are this season, I wouldn’t have 
raced at all that year due to injury. 

I missed the European Championships 
and it was only because the Commonwealth 
Games were there that it gave me some¬ 
thing to focus on. 

I was determined to achieve something 
from what was a difficult year and I came 
out with a silver medal. If I had said at the 
beginning of the year that I wasn’t going to 
do it for whatever reason, then I would have 
been one medal down, and for me, medals 
were all that counted during my career. 

The Games are a great showcase, too, for 
England and all things English. It’s one of 
the few opportunities in the Olympic and 
Commonwealth sports where we can have 
pride in our national identity. 

Fortunately, England has a good deal of 
success at the Commonwealth Games and 
in Melbourne in 2006, we were second on 
the medal table with 110 medals in all. 

I think we stand a good chance of doing

It’s all good practice ahead of the 2012 
Olympics where we will be putting ourselves, 
as a nation, on a platform. I think key to that, 
however, is how our athletes are funded. 

For this next decade of sport, funding has 
never been needed as much as it is now and 
without it we wouldn’t have got where we 
did in Beijing. 

It’s helped the performance of sports men 
and women by getting the right support teams 


around the athlete to help them succeed. 

Athletes are in a much better position 
than perhaps I was, but where the funding 
argument perhaps lets itself down is a lot of 
younger people expect to get funding now 
rather than earning it by getting to a cer¬ 
tain level of performance. 

I do believe we should support people that 
show immense talent because at 2012 we 
are going to be judged by how many medals 
we get as hosts - pure and simple. 

Funding is critical, but we have to make 
sure it’s used for the right reasons and when 


it comes to individuals it shouldn’t be given 
out on a plate, for those too young, too soon. 

Meanwhile, I am really looking forward to 
our own event in the county, the Kent 
School Games, which enables young people 
to take part in a massive multi-sport event. 

I was lucky enough to launch the event in 
November and I will be there to see its con¬ 
clusion at Maidstone Leisure Centre on 
June 23.

Staff gives up on world championships

A BACK injury picked up competing in 
October is likely to rule Olympic gold medal¬ 
list Jamie Staff out of this year’s World Track 
Cycling Championships. 

The 36-year-old, who won gold at the Beijing 
Olympics two years ago, picked up the injuiy to 
his lower back at the National Championships 
in Manchester towards the end of last year, 
putting his involvement in the World 
Championships in March severely in doubt. 

Staff, who now lives in Braboume, near 
Ashford, has undergone physiotherapy since 
injury and even competed in the opening 
World Cup meeting of the season, also in 


October, where his Team Sky trio secured gold. 

However, the injury hasn’t improved as 
quickly as he would have liked and with the 
World Championships in Copenhagen a little 
more than eight weeks away, Staff is almost 
certain not be fit enough to compete for a third 
world team sprint title. 

He said: “Progress is good, but I don’t think I 
will be ready in time for the World 
Championships. 

“For that you need to prepare for six to eight 


months. I would need to put in a lot of work 
and catch up for lost time, which I’m not pre¬ 
pared to do at this stage of my career. If I did, 
I could aggravate the injury. 

“The British Cycling guys have been great, 
they have given me time to make sure I can 
return in the best shape possible. 

“The injuiy has come at the wrong time for 
me, but it is one of those injuries which is quite 
common and I’d say I have got about 90 per cent 
movement in my lower back at the moment.” 

The Commonwealth Games in October 
could be Staff’s last chance of the season to 
secure a major medal.

Back our campaiqn to qet 1500m medal she lost to druq cheat 



KOS CAMPAIGN 
FOR KELLY 


TODAY we launch a bid to right a 
wrong - and get Dame Kelly Holmes 
the gold medal she still craves. 

In a campaign we will take to the very top of 
world athletics, we want drug cheat Regina 
Jacobs stripped of the gold she won at the 
World Indoor Athletics Championships in 2003. 

She pipped our Kelly into second place - but 
just weeks later was exposed as a drug cheat; 
testing positive for steroids.

Now KOS Media, publisher of this news¬ 
paper, is launching a bid to win our local 
heroine the title we feel should now be right¬ 
fully hers. 

Holmes, who won two gold medals at the 
Olympic Games in Athens in 2004, was 
beaten into second place at the indoor 
1500m event in Birmingham in March, 
2003, by Jacobs. 

But Jacobs later failed a drugs test after 
winning at the US Championships in June. 

She was handed a four-year ban, but aged 
40 at the time, decided to call time on her 
career. Jacobs, who has always protested her 
innocence, was stripped of the national title, 
but because the World Indoors preceded the 
failed test, the result in Birmingham still 
stands. 

KOS Media is now urging the sport’s gov¬ 
erning body - the International 
Association of Athletics Federations - to 
review this decision in the light of a recent 
case in which Great Britain’s 1997 4x400m 
relay team were awarded the World title 
after finishing second to a US team which 
included Antonio Pettigrew. 

He admitted using banned substances at 
the time and consequently, the GBteam 
found out this month they will get their gold 
medals after the four athletes began a cam¬ 
paign in 2008. 

Caught 

Holmes, from Hildenborough, near 
Tonbridge, admits the defeat to an athlete 
who was later found to be using perform¬ 
ance enhancing drugs, still rankles. 

“I think [the medal] should be taken away 
from that athlete if they have been done for 
drugs,” she said. “If they have been caught in 
that year of competition, well they actually 
didn’t just get caught doing it right there 
and then did they? It was before that. 

“[Regina Jacobs] was somebody who was 
banned that season and yet she wasn’t 
stripped of the gold medal she won in March 
of that year and I think that’s wrong. 

“If you have been banned, give back the 
medal from that year. She got caught and 
banned and there’s a logic to say that, okay, 
she got caught in June it’s more than likely 
she was using it in March as well. So then 
give back the medals, not so much mine, but 
they should be given back as a general rule.” 


Eyebrows had been raised six weeks prior 
to the Birmingham meet when Jacobs, then 
39, became the first woman to run 1500 
metres in under four minutes indoors, 
breaking a 13-year world record. 

For Holmes, the World Indoor title is one 
accolade missing from her glittering CV. 

“For me, the worst thing was that it was in 
Birmingham and I would have loved to have 
stood there as World Indoor champion, but 
instead I was a silver medallist which is a 
great achievement, but not when you have 
done it against a druggie at the end of the 
day,” she said. 


KOS Media will lobby the IAAF to re¬ 
examine the case and is urging readers to 
send in their letters of support to help the 
campaign. 

Sports editor Glenn Pearson said: “We feel 
this is something that needs looking into 
and the record should be set straight. Dame 
Kelly has strong views against the use of 
drugs in sport and so do we. 

‘We urge our readers to get involved with 
our campaign.”

County set to reveal ‘mystery spinner’ 


KENT will announce the identity of their ‘mys¬ 
tery spinner 5 for the second half of the season 
in the next two weeks, writes Glenn Pearson. 

The overseas spinner, who takes over from 
Australian Stuart Clark for the final half of the 
summer and will feature in the county’s 
Twenty20 campaign, has a contract from 
Kent ready to sign and the deal should be 
completed at the beginning of February. 

The county’s head coach, Paul Farbrace, 
said: “We hope in the next two weeks to 
make an announcement. Everything is in 
place and both sides are very happy with the 
deal. I have spoken to the player and he has 
the contract with him and when the time 
comes he will return it.” 

Kent’s search for additional players to 



bolster their squad ahead of a return to 
Division One of the County Championship 
continues after the club missed out on their 
original target. 

That was not fast bowler Kabir AN, who 
this week ended his deal with 
Worcestershire a year early and signed for 
Hampshire, according to Farbrace, who 
says James Tredwell’s inclusion in the 
England squad has now changed their 
thinking. 

The off-spinner was included in the 
England squad for the Test and one-day 
series against Bangladesh starting next 


month. It’s conceivable that he will also be 
involved when Bangladesh and Pakistan 
arrive in this country during the summer, leav¬ 
ing Kent without their premier finger spinner. 

Farbrace said the club are looking to 
address that and are now targeting an all- 
rounder, rather than just a genuine fast 
bowler, to fill Tredwell’s berth at number eight 
in the Kent line-up. 

“Rather than going for an out-and-out 
seamer, we are now looking at an all-rounder 
who can take their share of the bowling and 
score runs down the order,” he said. “It’s 
important we have people who can make a 
contribution with the bat and with Treddy 
potentially being involved with England in the 
summer, that’s what we have got to look at.” 
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
